Our effort to breathe new life into this iconic structure is emblematic ofthe 
progress we continue to make as a city, even in the face of the most 
challenging economy in generations. It's a testament to our vision, a 
hallmark of our relentless determination to build a new and even stronger 
foundation for jobs and prosperity 


With the help of bold entrepreneurs like the Eydes and so many others, 
we're turning the corner. We're on the road to recovery. In fact we are 
leading the way to Michigan's turnaround 


Look around and see for yourself -- It’s happening in Lansing! 


Even in tough times, the state of our city is good. And I can assure you 
it's getting better 


Our accomplishments over the last twelve months prove that with grit, 
persistence and innovation we can continue to find success and 
opportunity for all of our residents. 


In fact the Lansing region added more than 2,000 manufacturing jobs last 
year -- the first positive year of job growth in manufacturing in 15 years 


But this isn't old-school manufacturing. It is cutting-edge, advanced 
manufacturing in aerospace and medical technology and defense and 
yes, autos. Our manufacturing base is retooling and reinventing itself to 
compete and win in the global economy 


Nowhere is this reinvention more evident — and more thrilling -than in the 
rebirth of our hometown car company, General Motors. My friends, 
there's no doubting the good news - GMis back! 


After a harrowing ride through the depths of the national economic 
meltdown, followed by a painful restructuring and bankruptcy, the old GM 
is nowin the rear view mirror and the new GM is hitting on all cylinders: A 
world record IPO and the successful launch of the next generation Chevy 
Volt -- Motor Trend and North American Car of the Year.

And both plants are producing some of the 
hottest cars on the planet, including, of course, the beautiful Cadillac CTS 
and Buick Enclave 


But the icing on the cake is the extraordinary announcement by GM that 
they will invest more than $190 million dollars this year in a new global 
platform at the Lansing Grand River plant, creating more than 600 new 
jobs. 


Joining us tonight are UAW Local 652 President Mike Green and Local 
602 President Brian Fredline. Gentleman, will you please stand and be 
recognized for the work you and your colleagues do day.n and dayout to 
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make Lansing a global manufacturing powerhouse and to make us proud 


We know that for every job at a modern auto assembly plant, 5 to 7 
additional jobs are created outside the factory. So those 600 jobs at LGR 
will create a ripple effect of millions of dollars in payroll being spent at 
local restaurants and grocery stores and other small businesses 


But our recovery is not powered by GM alone. New investment and job 
growth is happening all over Lansing. Businesses large and small are 
expanding and hiring. Companies like Symmetry Medical and Jackson 
National Life, Moebius Technologies and Emergent Biosolutions, Sparrow 
Hospital, Niowave and Neogen 


Their success is one reason why the Lansing region finished 2010 with 
unemployment at its lowest point in 22 months. It's the second lowest in 
the state of Michigan 


In the year ahead we will continue to reap success because over the past 
five years we have planted the seeds for that success. Some call it 
economic gardening and our garden is already bearing fruit 


The seeds we planted along our downtown riverfront will blossom this 
Spring with the grand opening of the new national headquarters of the 
Accident Fund Insurance Company of America. Since we launched this 
historic project 3 years ago, the Ottawa Power Station has undergone an 
amazing transformation - take a look the nexttime you are downtown 


Directly across the river, our new Lansing City Market bustles with 
activity. In fact, sales are up more than 250 percent - and there is a 
waiting list of vendors who want to be part of the excitement. And the next 
piece of our riverfront revival - Pat Gillespie's Market Place project - is 
back on track. 


Just south along the Grand River, the new Michigan State Police 
headquarters is bringing 550 new employees to our downtown. Blue 
Cross Blue Shield will bring 250 more jobs downtown later this year. We 
welcome them all 


And this iconic building - the historic Knapp’s Center - will get a new lease 
on life as a residential and commercial centerpiece in our downtown, 
including a new business incubator. 


Our efforts to transform Lansing into one of the Great Midwestern Capital 
Cities continues to draw national accolades. In 2010 we joined places like 
Chicago and Houston on Kiplinger's list of the Top Ten American Cities 
for Young Professionals. IBM declared us the Next American City. And 
the Milken Institute said that out of the 200 largest metropolitan regionsin 
America, Lansing, Michigan had the seventh fastest job growth in the 
nation 


Even in the face of the raging winds of a financial hurricane, we kept our 
bearings on some pretty rough seas. There is no doubt that our efforts to 
rebuild our local economy have protected us fromthe harshest impacts of 
the recession 


It is nothing less than incredible that in the midst of this recession, we 
have still managed to bring home more than $730 million dollars in new 
investment and 7,000 jobs over the past 5 years. 


And we're not done building a new economic foundation for Lansing's 
future. In 2011 we will again make strategic investments that focus on the 
retention and attraction of new jobs, rebuilding our infrastructure, 
energizing our neighborhoods, improving our quality of life and protecting 
our environment.

I'm proud to have helped the grassroots 
effort to win our new Complete Streets ordinance, and our partners in 
East Lansing and Lansing Township are moving in the same direction 


Improving the quality of life in Lansing means making sure our citizens 
can walk and bike safely, whether they are children going to - and from 
school, senior citizens walking to a neighborhood store, families riding 
their bicycles to a park, or simply an individual walking to work. 


Councilmembers Jessica Yorko and Kathie Dunbar were instrumental in 
winning approval for Complete Streets and they continue to advocate for 
a more walkable and bikeable community for all of our residents. Thank 
you both for your leadership.

Our Planning and Neighborhood Development Department, in partnership 
with the Ingham County Land Bank, is delivering results for 
neighborhoods across our city by investing more than $23 million dollars 
to attempt to reverse the damage of the foreclosure crisis. 


The Land Bank has acquired more than six hundred properties in the city,

On Lansing’s East Side, citizens are planting the seeds of healthy, 
sustainable local food systems with a farmer's market, the Hunter Park 
greenhouse, and the Urbandale Farm, sprouting not only fruits and 
vegetables, but new entrepreneurs. 


Much of it is happening because of the terrific work of Joan Nelson and 
her team at the Allen Neighborhood Center. Joan is with us tonight and 
I'd like to ask her to please stand and be recognized for her outstanding 
efforts over the years. 


Joan tells me there is now more food being grown in Lansing than any 
time since World War II. Community gardens in Lansing have more than 
doubled in just the last two years, thanks to the great work of groups like 
the Garden Project, Ingham Family Center and the Land Bank 


On the North Side, our new Neighborhood Empowerment Center has 
opened its doors. The new center is yet another vision turned into reality 
—a one-stop shop forneighborhood services and activities on the campus 
of the former School for the Blind 


Great neighborhoods are safe neighborhoods, and we have continued to 
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make strategic investments in making Lansing safer. Despite our budget 
challenges, we have managed to keep more officers on patrol than when 
I first became mayor. We've strengthened community policing and added 
Neighborhood Watch groups across the city 


And weve taken aggressive action to reduce youth violence through 
Operation PEACE - Police Enforcement and Community Engagement 
PEACE takes a carrot and stick approach that is tough on young 
offenders, but also uses street-smart intervention and mentoring 
strategies to help get them back on track 


Operation PEACE was designed and continues to operate under the 
direction of Captain Ray Hall of the Lansing Police Department. With 
mentoring support from the Boys and Girls Club of Lansing, and technical 
support from the MSU School of Criminal Justice, Operation PEACE is 
getting results. 


We have a tremendous depth of talent in our police and fire departments

Our HOPE Scholarship and HOPE Connections programs are going 
strong and reached a landmark fundraising goal at the end of 2010

Please welcome the founding father of the HOPE program, our former

College. Last year, through the generosity of the Joe D. Pentecost 
Foundation, HOPE Connections reached its goal of raising $400 
thousand dollars to endow the program in perpetuity. Since 2005, the 
Pentecost Foundation has contributed more than $150 thousand dollars 
to Hope Scholarships and HOPE Connections. Thank you so much for 
your commitment to our children’s future. 


In 2011 we will continue making strategic investments in a cleaner, 
greener Lansing, led by the construction of a new, $182 million dollar 
natural gas power plant in REO Town. The new BWL plant will help the

We've only managed to do that because of the cooperation of our 
employees who have risen to the challenge, many of them taking on the 
work that was done by several people. We've done it by working harder, 
smarter and faster, and by streamlining processes to realize cost-saving 
efficiencies. We've done it by asking all of our employees to make 
significant sacrifices, and those sacrifices have started at the top. 


From Day One as Lansing’s mayor | eliminated the six-figure golden 
parachutes once enjoyed by departing city executives. | proposed and 
secured a 5% reduction in the mayor's salary, which has not been raised 
for a decade. | doubled my health insurance premium share andreturned 
the city vehicle that the mayor has driven for more than a decade. 


My Cabinet and staff also pay more for their health insurance, and they 
have taken the same 10% pay reduction as many of our employees, who 
have been required to take 26 unpaid furlough days. Yet it isnt enough. | 
take no pleasure in putting someone out of a job. It weighs heavily on my 
mind and heart to even think aboutit. But there comes a point where we 
Tun out of options. 


When we spend more than 80 cents of every dollar on compensation for 
city workers, itis literally impossible to cut nearly $20 million from the city 
budget without eliminating jobs, without losing people who have to go 
home to their families with the worst kind of news. 


The budget | propose to you tonight cuts our General Fund from this 
year's $108 million to just $99.5 million — the smallest city budget since 
Mayor Hollister proposed a $98 million dollar General Fund budget for 
Fiscal Year 2001 

Beyond devastating cuts in public safety, we will be forced to reduce the 
investments we make in improving our quality of life, including 


¢ A $4 million reduction in funding for sewers, roads and park 
maintenance 


¢ The elimination of road repair projects for all of our local 
streets 


The elimination of all but grant-funded repair projects for our 
major streets 


eA 20 percent reduction in Code Compliance and Housing 
Premise Inspectors. 


@ And many more 


Here again, some of these cuts will be reversed if we get back some of 
our state revenue sharing. And we will be able to restore more than $1 
million in repair funds for local roads if the May 3 millage is approved. 
Without these two pieces of the puzzle — revenue sharing and the millage 
- we will be in serious trouble 


To understand how we got in this predicament, it is helpful to understand 
a few basic facts about the revenues and expenditures of city 
government. Our revenues come from 3 principal sources. The firstis the 
property tax we collect on residential, commercial and industrial property 
Second is the income tax — 1% for city residents and % percent for non- 
residents who work in the city. Third, we rely on state revenue sharing 
payments that are supposed to return a portion of the state sales tax to 
local communities. These are the 3 legs that hold up the city budget. 


The collapse of real estate values has slashed city property tax revenues 
by more than 16 percent, or $6.6 million dollars, in just the last 4 years. 
The ravages of the recession on people's incomes, and the fact that 
unemployment is exempt from taxation, means that our income tax 
revenues are flat, rather than growing as they would if the overall 
economy were strong. As to state shared revenues, Lansing has lost

more than $40 million over the last decade due to a string of broken 
promises from the state legislature. We have lost half of that amount — 
nearly $20 million dollars — in just the last three years. The Governor has 
proposed further reductions in revenue sharing that could cost the city as 
much as $7 million more 


The loss of these fundamental operating revenues, taken together, will 
have a devastating effect on our budget. They are the driving force 
behind the major spending cuts in my proposed budget for FY 12. 

On the expenditure side, over the last five years we have already 
eliminated more than $42 million in projected budget deficits. Yet our 
costs of doing business continue to increase due to the rising cost of 
health care, pension obligations and energy. For the last five years we 
have lived by the mantra that we must do more with less. Now we are 
faced with a new and different paradigm — doing LESS with less. 


Over the past few years we have risen to meet every challenge that stood 
in our way, and | am confident that we will again. If it means we must 
operate a smaller city government that offers less service to its residents 
for a period, then that is the path we will follow. If our residents want to 
support something closer to our current service levels, especially in our 
police and fire departments, they will have the opportunity to do that on 
May 3. And | will continue to speak out on behalf of Lansing and cities 
across the state 


| will demand that our state leaders recognize the crushing financial 
burdens our cities face. And | will urge them to keep the promise of 
revenue sharing, instead of simply passing the buck down to us in local 
government. We will get through this, | have no doubt 

We will continue to work every day to bring Lansing all the way back, to 
become the city | know we can be, to attract new businesses and new 
investments, to put our residents back to work, and to create a rising tide 
of prosperity that will lift all boats. 


Lansing is a wonderful city in a beautiful state. Teri and | are still so glad 
to have raised our children here and to call Lansing home. We are not 
about to give up — not on Lansing and not on Michigan - and | sure as 
heck will never give up on the citizens of this great city! 


| once said Lansing would be one of the Great Mid-Western Capital 
Cities. That remains my dream and goal for our city. | still believe in 
Lansing. And the citizens of Lansing are the reason why. Our great, 
skilled trades workforce, our talented and creative minds in hi-tech and IT 
are known and respected the world over. In today’s global economy our 
citizens and business leaders are forging partnerships that will bear fruit 
in the months and years ahead. 


We have some rough waters to get through, but ifwe keep our wits about 
us, | have no doubt that Lansing, Michigan will make it through the storm 
And when the sun breaks through the clouds, dont be surprised to see 
Lansing once again on every good list, leading Michigan's recovery. 
That's how Lansing residents are - you just can't keep ‘em down. Facing 
our budget challenges squarely and forthrightly is a critical step forward 
on that road, and | invite you to join me as we forge ahead with all the 
creativity and determination we can muster

BY COUNCILMEMBER DERRICK QUINNEY 
RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LANSING 


WHEREAS, Asa Philip Randolph was born April 15, 1889, in Crescent 
City, Florida, to Reverend James William Randolph and Elizabeth 
Robinson Randolph; and 


WHEREAS, as a young man, Randolph attended the Cookman Institute 
in East Jacksonville, Florida where he excelled in literature, drama, and 
public speaking, a star player on the school's baseball team, anda soloist 
with the choir. He graduated Valedictorian of the 1907 class; and 


WHEREAS, inspired by W.E.B. DuBois’ “The Souls of Black Folk’, he 
recognized an urgent call toaction for social equality andat the age of 21, 
Randolph joined the Socialist Party of America, shunned moderate reform 
and racial integration, emphasizing instead socialism and craft unionism; 
and 


WHEREAS, Randolph organized his first union of elevator operators in 
New York City and by 1919, he became president of the National 
Brotherhood of Workers of America, a union, which organized amongst 
African-American shipyard and dock workers in the Tidewater region of 
Virginia. Although the union dissolved in 1921, under pressure from the 
American Federation of Labor, Randolph was successful in 1925 
organizing the Brotherhood of Sleeping Car Porters, to which he was 
elected president; and 


WHEREAS, in 1941, recognized as one of the most visible spokesmen 
for African-American civilrights, Randolph, Bayard Rustin, andA.J. Muste 
proposed a march on Washington to protest racial discrimination in war 
industries and to propose desegregation of the American Armed forces. 
The march was cancelled after President Roosevelt issued Executive 
Order 8802, the Fair Employment Act, a success for African-American 
labor rights; and 


WHEREAS, in 1947, Randolph, with colleague Grant Reynolds, formed 
the Committee Against Jim Crow in Mllitary Service, later renamed the 
League for Non-Violent Civil Disobedience, leading to President Harry S. 
Truman's abolishment of racial segregation in the armed forces through 
Executive Order 9981 issued on July 26, 1948; and 


WHEREAS, in 1964, Asa Philip Randolph, Bayard Rustin, and Martin 
Luther King, Jr. led 250,000 people in a March on Washington for Jobs 
and Freedom. The Civil Rights Act of 1964 is often attributed in part to the 
success of the March on Washington, where black and white Americans 
stood united and witnessed King's "I Have a Dream” speech; and 


WHEREAS, Randolph was often referred to as the “father of the civil 
rights movement” for his extraordinary contributions. He was presented 
with the Presidential Medal of Freedom on September 14, 1964 by 
Lyndon B. Johnson, named Humanist of the Year in 1970 by the 
American Humanist Association, andhad statues erected in his honor in 
the concourse of the Union Station in Washington D.C. and in Boston's 
Back Bay commuter train station;

his or her authority and while in the course of his or her

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Section 608.04 of the Codified Ordinances of 
the City of Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby amended to read as 
follows 


608.04. Restrictions on sale and consumption on public property. 
(a) No person shall 


(1) Sell, consume or possess in an open container alcoholic beverages 
in the public streets, public places, parks, alleys, sidewalks, City-owned 
parking facilities or the Turner-Dodge House, except as provided in this 
section; or 


(2) Sell, consume or possess in an open container alcoholic beverages 
in a private parking lot or facility, including, but not limited to, shopping 
center parking lots or parking areas adjacent to commercial 
establishments which are utilized by patrons of the commercial 
establishment, unless such person has in his or her possession, in 
writing, the express permission or consent of the owner or lessee, or the 
lawful agent of the owner or lessee, of such lot or facility. This paragraph 
shall not apply to any event sponsored or authorized in writing by the 
‘owner or lessee of such premises 


(b) Beer or wine may be sold and/or consumed in City parks, upon 
approval of the Mayor, if 


(1) For sales of beer and wine, a special license for such sale is 
obtained from the Michigan Liquor Control Commission and if the Mayor 
approves the license application prior to the issuance of the license. 
Approval by the Mayor shall be granted only if the license is to be utilized 
in conjunction with a City-approved cultural, ethnic or community activity 
‘open to the public or if the license is to be utilized in conjunction with a 
City-approved tourist or convention activity; or 


(2) For consumption only, where no sales occur, approval is granted for 
the consumption of beer and wine at a City-approved cultural, ethnic or 
community activity open to the public, or in conjunction with a City- 
approved tourist or convention activity, provided that with respect to either 
the sale of beer and wine, or consumption, where no sales occur, the 
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requirements set forth in subsections (g), (h) and (i) hereof are met. Prior 
Mayoral approval shall not be required for the sale and/or consumption of 
beer and wine at the Turner-Dodge House, Scott House and Park and 
Cooley Gardens. 

(c) Notwithstanding the limitations set forth in subsection (b) hereof, beer 
or wine may be sold for consumption at Kircher Field or Ranney Field if a 
special license for such sale is obtained from the Michigan Liquor Control 
Commission and if the Mayor approves the license application prior to the 
issuance of the license. Approval of the Mayor shall be granted for the 
sale and/or consumption of beer and wine at Kircher Field or Ranney 
Field only in conjunction with City-approved district, State, regional or 
national adult athletic tournaments and if the requirements set forth in 
subsections (g), (h), and (i) hereof are met. 


(d) NOTWITHSTANDING THE LIMITATIONS SET FORTH IN 
SUBSECTION (b) HEREOF, Seer BEER or wine may be sold for 
consumption, and may be consumed, within the grounds of the Turner- 
Dodge House, Scott House and Park, andCooley Gardens, OR FENNER 
NATURE CENTER, provided that all permits required by the Department 
of Parks and Recreation have been obtained, a special license, if 
applicable, has been obtained from the Michigan Liquor Control 
Commission, and the requirements set forth in subsections (g), (h), and (i) 
hereof are met. Rental fees for the Turner-Dodge House, or for-events.at 
the Scott House and Park, et Cooley Gardens, OR FENNER NATURE 
CENTER shall be set by resolution of Council. Use of the Turner-Dodge 
House, Scott House and Park, of Cooley Gardens, OR FENNER 
NATURE CENTER in conjunction with the sale of beer or wine for 
consumption shall not be limited to public events, but may also include 
private events. 


(e) Beer or wine may be sold for consumption within the concession 
area or any other area within the perimeter of the Groesbeck Golf Course, 
provided that, if sold, a license for such sale has been obtained from the 
Michigan Liquor Control Commission, and provided, further, that any such 
consumption or sale shall be contingent upon approval by the Department 
of Parks and Recreation and subject to such rules or restrictions as the 
Department may establish 


(f) Sale and consumption of alcoholic beverages may occur within the 
concession area or any other area within the City Market or its environs, 
provided that, if sold, a license for such sale has been obtained from the 
Michigan Liquor Control Commission and the sale and for consumption 
occurs within a clearly demarcated area in compliance with the license, 
and provided, further, that any such sales for consumption shall be 
contingent upon approval by the Lansing Entertainment and Public 
Facilities Authority (LEPFA) and subject to such rules or restrictions as 
LEPFA may establish. Notwithstanding section (i) herein, any such 
applicant shall file with the City Clerk proof of a personal injury and 
property damage insurance policy insuring such applicant against any 
liability imposed on such applicant andéor the City arising out of the sale 
andor consumption of alcoholic beverages, and naming the City and 
LEPFAas additional insureds. Such policy shall provide forr.etiess.than 
the payment ofupto$4,000,000.00 in the event of injury to or death of 
one person omnrere-tren-ore-person, and for the payment efaetless 
than $400,000.90 for property damage IN AMOUNTS SET BY COUNCIL 
RESOLUTION ON THE BASIS OF RECOMMENDATIONS BY THE 
FINANCE DEPARTMENT. This requirement may be waived or the 
amounts of such required insurance reduced by resolution of Council 
finding that such a reduction or waiver is in the public interest 


(g) Beer or wine may be sold for consumption within the streets, alleys, 
sidewalks and public places within the boundaries of the Downtown Mall 
and environs, as defined in Section 812.01 of the Business Regulation 
and Taxation Code, provided that the following conditions are satisfied 


(1) The request has been approved by the Mayor aflerthe Mayer-has 
received recommendations from the Mall Advisory-Beerehere-trorrany:

(2) The individual, group or organization making the application obtains 
a special license for such sale and consumption from the Michigan Liquor 
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Control Commission 


(3) The individual, group or organization has complied with subsections

(4) Any other conditions which the Mayor may require have been met. 


(h) The City Clerk shall provide a form on which the applicant shall

(8) The date and time of the event planned; 

(6) The purpose of the event; 

(7) The estimated number of persons attending:

(9) Proof that the proper rental fee has been paid, if applicable; and 


(10) The security measures which the applicant proposes to utilize.

() The applicant shall be solely responsible for providing adequate 
security, in the form of adequate personnel and fencing, as determined by 
the Department of Parks and Recreation. Approval by the Department of 
the applicant's plan for security shall be obtained prior to any application 
being approved or any event being scheduled 


(k) Noperson shall sell or dispense beer or wine for consumption in City 
parks, in any container other than a paper or plastic container. No person 
shall sell or dispense beer or wine for consumption within the Turner. 
Dodge House in any container other than a paper or plastic container 
unless prior written permission has been received from the Department of 
Parks and Recreation 


(1) (1) Notwithstanding any provision set forth in this Section 608.04 to 
the contrary, beer or wine may be sold for consumption on the premises, 
and may be consumed, at public or private events or functions within the 
grounds of the Potter Park Zoo Exploration and Discovery Center and 
Plaza, provided: 
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a. Dispensing of beer or wine shall be conducted by persons or entities 
not affiliated with Potter Park Zoo or any of its auxiliary organizations; 


b. No beer or wine may be sold or dispensed during hours when the 
Potter Park Zoo is open to the general public: 


c. For sales of beer or wine for consumption on the premises an 
appropriate license shall be obtained from the Michigan Liquor Control 
Commission; furthermore, prior mayoral approval is required, which 
approval shall only be granted in conjunction with a Citwapproved 
cultural, ethnic or community activity open tothe public, or in conjunction 
with a Cityapproved tourist or convention activity;

MICHIGAN COMMUNITY RESOLUTION TO. 
MANAGE FLOODPLAIN DEVELOPMENT 
FOR THE NATIONAL FLOOD INSURANCE PROGRAM 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing, in Ingham County, MI currently 
participates in the Federal Emergency Management Agency's (FEMAs) 
National Flood Insurance Program (NFIP) by complying with the 
program's applicable statutory and regulatory requirements for the 
purposes of significantly reducing flood hazards to persons, reducing 
property damage, and reducing public expenditures, and providing forthe 
availability of flood insurance and federal funds or loans within its 
community, and 


WHEREAS, the NFIP requires that floodplain management regulations 
must be present and enforced in participatingcommunities, andutilize the 
following definitions which also apply for the purposes of this resolution 


1 Flood or Flooding means: 


a. A general and temporary condition of partial or complete 
inundation of normally dry land areas from: 1) the 
overflow of inland or tidal waters, 2) the unusual and rapid 
accumulation or runoff of surface waters from any source, 
3) mudflows, and 


b. The collapse or subsidence of land along the shore of a 
lake or other body of water as a result of erosion or 
undermining caused by waves or currents of water 
exceeding anticipated cyclical levels or suddenly caused 
by an unusually high water level in a natural body of 
water, accompanied by a severe storm, or by an 
unanticipated force of nature, such as flash flood or an 
abnormal tidal surge, or by some similarly unusual and 
unforeseeable event which results in flooding, as defined 
in paragraph (a)(1) of this definition 


2. Flood Hazard Boundary Map (FHBM) means an official map of 
a community, as may have been issued by the FEMA, where 
the boundaries of the flood, mudslide (i.e., mudflow) related 
erosion areas having special hazards have been designated as 
Zone A, M, and/or E 


3. Floodplain means any land area susceptible to being inundated 
by water from any source (see definition of flooding) 


4. Floodplain management means the operation of an overall 
program of corrective and preventive measures for reducing 
flood damage, including but not limited to emergency 
preparedness plans, flood control works, and floodplain 
management regulations. 


5. _ Floodplain management regulations means zoning ordinances, 
subdivision regulations, building codes, health regulations, 
special purpose ordinances (such as a floodplain ordinance, 
grading ordinance and erosion control ordinance), and other 
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applications of police power that provide standards for the 
purpose of flood damage prevention and reduction 


6. Structure means a walled and roofed building that is principally 
above ground, gas or liquid storage facility, as well asa mobile 
home or manufactured unit 


WHEREAS, the Stille-Derossett-Hale Single State Construction Code 
Act”, Act No. 230 of the Public Acts of 1972, as amended (construction 
code act), along with its authorization of the state construction code 
composed of the Michigan Residential Code and the Michigan Building 
Code [and its Appendices (specifically Appendix G)] contains floodplain 
development and management regulations that comply with the FEMA 
NFIP minimum floodplain management criteria for flood prone areas, as 
detailed in Title 44 of the Code of Federal Regulations (44 CFR), Section 
60.3, and 


WHEREAS, by the action dates of this document, the City of Lansing 
affirms the responsibility to administer, apply, and enforce the provisions 
of the construction code act and the state construction code, specifically 
the Michigan Residential Code and the Michigan Building Code, to all 
construction within its community boundaries, and 


NOW THEREFORE, to maintain eligibility and continued participation in 
the NFIP, 


1. The City of Lansing directs its Building Official to administer, 
apply, and enforce the floodplain management regulations as 
contained in the state construction code (including Appendix G) 
and to be consistent with those regulations by’ 


a. Obtaining, reviewing, and reasonably utilizing flood 
elevation data available from federal, state, or other 
sources pending receipt of data from the FEMAto identify 
the flood hazard area and areas with potential flooding. 


b. Ensuring that all permits necessary for development in 
floodplain areas have been issued, including a floodplain 
permit, approval, or letter of no authority from the 
Michigan Department of Environmental Quality under the 
floodplain regulatory provisions of Part 31, “Water 
Resources Protection," of the Natural Resources and 
Environmental Protection Act, 1994 PA 451, as amended. 


c. Reviewing all permit applications to determine whether 
the proposed building sites will be reasonably safe from 
flooding. Where it is determined that a proposed building 
will be located in a flood hazard area or special flood 
hazard area, the construction code act enforcing agent 
shall implement the following applicable codes according 
to their terms: 


1. Floodplain management regulation portions and 
referenced codes and standards of the current 
Michigan Residential Code 


2. Floodplain management regulation portions and 
referenced codes and standards of the current 
Michigan Building Code 


3. Appendix G of the current Michigan Building Code 


d. Reviewing all proposed subdivisions to determine whether 
such proposals are reasonably safe from flooding and to. 
ensure compliance with all applicable floodplain 
management regulations. 


e. Assisting in the delineation of flood hazard areas; 
providing information concerning uses and occupancy of 
the floodplain or flood-related erosion areas, maintaining 
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floodproofing and lowest floor construction records, 
cooperating with other officials, agencies, and persons for 
floodplain management 


f. Advising FEMA of any changes in community boundaries, 
including appropriate maps 


g. Maintaining records of new structures and substantially 
improved structures concerning any cettificates of 
floodproofing, lowest floor elevation, basements, 
floodproofing, and elevations to which structures have 
been floodproofed 


2. The City of Lansing assures the Federal Insurance 
Administrator (Administrator) that it intends to review, on an 
ongoing basis, all amended and revised FHBMs and Flood 
Insurance Rate Maps (FIRMs) and related supporting data and 
revisions thereof and revisions of 44 CFR, Part 60, Criteria for 
Land Management and Use, and to make such revisions in its 
floodplain management regulations as may be necessary to 
continue to participate in the program 


3. The City of Lansing further assures the Administrator that it will 
adopt the current effective FEMA Flood Insurance Study (FIS), 
FHBMs, and/or the FIRMs by reference within its Floodplain

WHEREAS, restoring the total authorized millage to the maximum 20 
mills authorized under Charter and the Act would help the City preserve 
its positive credit rating by allowing additional room to levy taxes under 
exigent circumstances; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that at the General Election to 
be held on Tuesday, November 8, 2011, the following ballot proposal 
shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the City of Lansing in a 
manner and form substantially as follows:

which the City may raise the current levy of 15.44 mills by 
4 mills to 19.44 mills, with 1.5 mills to be dedicated to 
police protection, 1.5 mills to be dedicated to fire 
protection, and 1 mill to be dedicated to local road 
maintenance and other essential services? 


For the Fiscal Year beginning July 1, 2012, the 4 mills of 
newadditional millage to be levied is estimated to result in 
an additional $7.6 million of revenue to be disbursed to the 
City of Lansing.

ORDINANCE #1173 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND CHAPTER 876 OF THE LANSING CODIFIED ORDINANCES, 
SERVICE ORGANIZATIONS, TO INCLUDE A WAIVER OF THE FEE 
FOR CERTAIN ORGANIZATIONS SEEKING RECOGNITION AS A 
SERVICE ORGANIZATION. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Chapter 876 of the Codified Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby amended to read as follows 
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CHAPTER 876. - SERVICE ORGANIZATIONS. 


876.01. - REQUEST FOR RECOGNITION AS SERVICE 
ORGANIZATION. 


(a) An organization seeking recognition as a service organization, as 
described by MCL 432.103(k)(ii), must submit a written application to the 
City Clerk's Office. The application must contain a non-refundable 
processing fee established by Council resolution and documentation 
Sufficient to demonstrate satisfaction of the criteria established by MCL 
432.103(k)/(i). 


{b) THE FEE REQUIRED BY SUBSECTION (a) MAY BE WAIVED 
UNDER EXTREME HARDSHIP CONDITIONS, AS DETERMINED BY 
THE CITY CLERK. IF THE ORGANIZATION HAS LESS THAN $2,500 IN 
ASSETS. 


Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of 
ordinances, resolutions or rules inconsistent with the provisions hereof 
are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this 
ordinance be declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity 
of the ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof other than the part so 
declared to be invalid 


Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect on the 30th day after 
enactment, unless given immediate effect by City Council 


An Ordinance of the City of Lansing to repeal Part 4 of the Lansing 
Codified Ordinances, the “Traffic Code,” regulating the use of roads by 
vehicles, bicycles, and pedestrians and replace it with a new Part 4 
adopting by reference the Michigan Vehicle Code, the Uniform Traffic 
Code promulgated by the Michigan State Police in 2003, and other 
related state laws and to otherwise provide for the regulation of vehicles, 
traffic, and the use of City streets

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO. 
REPEAL PART 4 OF THE LANSING CODIFIED ORDINANCES, THE 
“TRAFFIC CODE,” REGULATING THE USE OF ROADS BY VEHICLES, 
BICYCLES, AND PEDESTRIANS AND REPLACE IT WITH A NEW 
PART 4 ADOPTING BY REFERENCE THE MICHIGAN VEHICLE CODE, 
THE UNIFORM TRAFFIC CODE PROMULGATED BY THE MICHIGAN 


STATE POLICE IN 2003, AND OTHER RELATED STATE LAWS AND 
TO OTHERWISE PROVIDE FOR THE REGULATION OF VEHICLES, 
TRAFFIC, AND THE USE OF CITY STREETS. 

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS 

Section 1, That Part 4 of the Codified Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby repealed and replaced with the 
following 
PART 4, TRAFFIC CODE 


CHAPTER 402. ADOPTION OF THE MICHIGAN VEHICLE CODE 


402.01. ADOPTION OF THE MVC 
FOR THE PURPOSE OF PROVIDING FOR THE REGULATION AND 
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USE OF STREETSAND HIGHWAYS, PUBLIC ACT 300 OF 1949, MCL 
257.1 ET SEQ., AS AMENDED, COMMONLY REFERRED TO AS THE 
MICHIGAN VEHICLE CODE ("MVC"), COPIES OF WHICH ARE 
AVAILABLE IN THE CITY CLERK'S OFFICE, IS ADOPTED BY 
REFERENCE, AS THOUGH SET FORTH HEREININ FULL, WITH THE 
FOLLOWING ADDITIONS AND ALTERATIONS: 


(a) PARKING AT A PARKING METER IN VIOLATION OF AN OFFICIAL 
SIGN PLACED UPON THE PARKING METER SHALL BE CONSIDERED 
A VIOLATION OF THE PROVISIONS OF MCL 257.674(1)(n), MCL 
257.674(1)(w), OR BOTH 


(b) THE PROVISIONS OF MCL 257.674 SHALL APPLY ON LANSING 
COMMUNITY COLLEGE PROPERTY. 


(c) THE POLICE DEPARTMENT ISAUTHORIZED TO IMPLEMENT AND 
ADMINISTER A PROGRAM FOR VOLUNTEERS TO ISSUE CITATIONS 
FOR CERTAIN PARKING VIOLATIONS, INACCORDANCE WITH MCL 
257.675d. 


(d) THE PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT MAY DESIGNATE ROUTES 
FOR VEHICLES EXCEEDING THE LENGTH SPECIFIED IN MCL 
257.719(3)(a) 


(e)(1) THE PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT MAY ISSUE PERMITS 
PURSUANT TO MCL 257.719a AFTER VERIFYING THAT THE 
REQUIREMENTSOF THAT SECTION AND MCL 257.719b HAVE BEEN 
MET. 

(2) THE PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT MAY ISSUE PERMITS 
PURSUANT TO MCL 257.725 AFTER VERIFYING THAT THE 
REQUIREMENTS OF THAT SECTION HAVE BEEN MET. 


(3) IN ORDER TO OBTAIN A PERMIT UNDER THIS SUBSECTION, 
THE PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT MAY REQUIRE AN APPLICANT 
TO DO ANY OF THE FOLLOWING: (A) PAY A FEE IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH STATE LAW, (B) SUBMIT ANY VEHICLE FOR WHICH A PERMIT 
IS SOUGHT TO A SAFETY INSPECTION AND PAY A REASONABLE 
INSPECTION FEE, (C) OBTAIN A POLICE ESCORT AND PAY ANY 
NECESSARY FEES IN ASSOCIATION THEREWITH, (D) INDEMNIFY 
AND HOLD HARMLESS THE CITY FOR ANY DAMAGES ARISING OUT 
OF THE PERMITTED ACTIVITIES, AND (E) COMPLY WITH ANY 
OTHER CONDITION THE PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT DEEMS. 
NECESSARY TO PROTECT THE SAFETY OF THE PUBLIC OR TO 
ENSURE AGAINST UNDUE DAMAGE TO THE ROAD FOUNDATIONS, 
SURFACES, STRUCTURES, OR INSTALLATIONS. 


(f) THE PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT MAY DESIGNATE 
HIGHWAYS WHERE LOADING IN EXCESS OF THE NORMAL 
LOADING MAXIMUMS IS PERMITTED, PURSUANT TO MCL 
257.722(2) 


(g) THE PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT MAY SUSPEND THE 
RESTRICTIONS OF MCL 257.722, IMPOSE THE RESTRICTED 
LOADING REQUIREMENTS OF MCL 257 .722,,OR BOTH, PURSUANT 
TO MCL 257.722(10). 


402.02. MISDEMEANOR VIOLATIONS OF THE MVC. 


ANY PERSON WHO VIOLATES A PROVISION OF THE MVC AS 
ADOPTED BY THIS CHAPTER FOR WHICH THE PROVISION 
DESIGNATES VIOLATION AS A MISDEMEANOR IS RESPONSIBLE 
FOR AMISDEMEANOR UNDER THIS SECTION AND SUBJECT TO A 
FINE IN ACCORDANCE WITH STATE LAW, PLUSCOSTS, INCLUDING 
COSTS AUTHORIZED BY MCL 769.1f, IMPRISONMENT FOR UPTO 93 
DAYS; OR BOTH. 


402.03. CIVIL INFRACTION VIOLATIONS OF THE MVC 

ANY PERSON WHO VIOLATES ANY OTHER PROVISION OF THE 
MVC AS ADOPTED BY THIS CHAPTER IS RESPONSIBLE FOR A 
CIVIL INFRACTION UNDER THIS SECTION AND SUBJECT TOACIVIL 
FINE, PLUS COSTS, INCLUDING COSTS AUTHORIZED BY MCL 
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769.1f, AND OTHER PENALTIES PROVIDED BY LAW. 
CHAPTER 404. ADOPTION OF THE UNIFORM TRAFFIC CODE 
404.01. ADOPTION OF THE UTC 


FOR THE PURPOSE OF SUPPLEMENTING THE REGULATIONS 
CONTAINED IN THE MVC, THE UNIFORM TRAFFIC CODE FOR 
CITIES, TOWNSHIPS, AND VILLAGES, PROMULGATED BY THE 
MICHIGAN STATE POLICE IN 2003 (“UTC”), 2009 AC, R 28.1001 ET 
SEQ., COPIES OF WHICH ARE AVAILABLE IN THE CITY CLERK'S 
OFFICE, IS ADOPTED BY REFERENCE, AS THOUGH SET FORTH 
HEREIN IN FULL, WITH THE FOLLOWING ADDITIONS AND 
ALTERATIONS: 


(a) WHERE THE UTC USES “THIS GOVERNMENTAL UNIT" OR “THE 
GOVERNMENTAL UNIT,” IT SHALL MEAN “THE CITY.” 


(b) WHERE THE UTC USES “THE ORDINANCE MAKING BODY,” IT 
SHALL MEAN “COUNCIL.” 


(c) SUBSECTION (1) OF RULE 125 SHALL READ: THE OFFICE OF 
TRAFFIC ENGINEER IS HEREBY ESTABLISHED. THE TRAFFIC 
ENGINEER SHALL EXERCISE THE POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE 
OFFICE IN A MANNER THAT IS CONSISTENT WITH PREVAILING 
TRAFFIC ENGINEERING AND SAFETY PRACTICES AND IN THE 
BEST INTERESTS OF THE CITY. IF A TRAFFIC ENGINEER IS NOT 
APPOINTED, THEN THE AUTHORITY OF THE TRAFFIC ENGINEER 
SHALL BE VESTED IN THE DIRECTOR OF PUBLIC SERVICE OR HIS 
OR HER DESIGNEE 


(d) THE FOLLOWING LANGUAGE IS ADDED TO THE END OF RULE 
140: THE FEE FOR SUCH A PERMIT SHALL BE ESTABLISHED BY 
COUNCIL RESOLUTION. 


(e) THE FOLLOWING LANGUAGE IS ADDED TO THE END OF RULE 
141: THE OPERATING HOURS FOR ALL METERED PARKING IN THE 
LANSING MUNICIPAL PARKING SYSTEM ARE 8:00 A.M. THROUGH 
6:00 P.M., MONDAY THROUGH FRIDAY. 


(f) THE FOLLOWING LANGUAGE IS ADDED AFTER RULE 151 


(1) THE TRAFFIC ENGINEER OR HIS OR HER DESIGNEE MAY 
ESTABLISH TRUCK ROUTES WITHIN THE CITY AND DESIGNATE 
WHICH OF THE TRUCK ROUTES ARE SUBJECT TO SPRINGTIME 
RESTRICTIONS. THE TRAFFIC ENGINEER SHALL MAINTAIN AND 
MAKE AVAILABLE, FOR A FEE ESTABLISHED BY COUNCIL 
RESOLUTION, MAPS DISPLAYING THE TRUCK ROUTES AND 
INDICATING WHICH OF THE TRUCK ROUTES ARE SUBJECT TO 
SPRINGTIME RESTRICTIONS. 


(2) NO PERSON SHALL OPERATE A TRUCK ON A STREET NOT 
DESIGNATED AS PART OF A TRUCK ROUTE, EXCEPT FOR EITHER 
OF THE FOLLOWING PURPOSES: 


(A) TRAVELLING DIRECTLY FROM A TRUCK ROUTE TO A 
DESTINATION WHERE FREIGHT IS BEING PICKED UP OR 
DELIVERED, OR 


(B) TRAVELLING DIRECTLY TO A TRUCK ROUTE FROMA POINT OF 
ORIGIN. 


(g) THE FOLLOWING LANGUAGE IS ADDED TO THE END OF RULE 
4153 


ALL PERMANENT TRAFFIC CONTROL ORDERS IN EFFECT ON THE 
EFFECTIVE DATE OF THIS ORDINANCE AND NOT INCONSISTENT 
WITH THE PROVISIONS OF THIS ORDINANCE SHALL REMAIN IN 
EFFECT UNTIL RESCINDED OR MODIFIED BY TRAFFIC CONTROL 
ORDER 


(h) THE FOLLOWING LANGUAGE IS ADDED TO THE END OF RULES 
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155 AND 156: THE FEES FOR THESE PERMITS SHALL BE SET BY 
COUNCIL RESOLUTION 


(i) THE FOLLOWING LANGUAGE IS ADDED AFTER RULE 618: 


(1) THE POLICE DEPARTMENT MAY IMPOUND ANY BICYCLE FROM 
APUBLIC WAY OR PUBLIC PROPERTY WHEN IT IS (A) IMPROPERLY 
PARKED AND CREATING A HAZARD OR (B) ABANDONED. 


(2) UPON IMPOUNDING A BICYCLE, THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
SHALL GIVE NOTICE TO THE OWNER IN ANY MANNER 
REASONABLY CALCULATED TO INFORM THE OWNER THAT THE 
BICYCLE WAS IMPOUNDED AND HOWTO RETRIEVE THE BICYCLE. 
UNLESS A MANNER MORE LIKELY TO NOTIFY THE OWNER IS 
AVAILABLE, NOTICE MAY BE GIVEN IN THE FORM OF A 
NEWSPAPER ANNOUNCEMENT OR POSTING ON THE POLICE 
DEPARTMENT'S WEBSITE DESCRIBING THE PROVISIONS OF THIS 
SUBSECTION 


(3) UPON PAYMENT OF ANY STORAGE FEES INCURRED BY THE 
CITY, THE BICYCLE SHALL BE RETURNED TO ITS OWNER. 


(4) ANY BICYCLE NOT CLAIMED WITHIN SIX MONTHS OF ITS 
IMPOUNDMENT MAY BE DONATED, UPON APPROVAL BY COUNCIL, 
TOA STATE LICENSED CHARITABLE ORGANIZATION 


(5) STATE LICENSED CHARITABLE ORGANIZATIONS MAY APPLY TO 
PARTICIPATE IN THE CITY'S BICYCLE DONATION PROGRAM BY 
SUBMITTING THE FOLLOWING TO THE CITY CLERK: (A) PROOF OF 
STATE LICENSURE AS A CHARITABLE ORGANIZATION; (B) A 
MISSION STATEMENT OR OTHER DESCRIPTION OF THE 
ORGANIZATION'S PURPOSE; (C) A DESCRIPTION OF THE 
INTENDED USE OF THE BICYCLES, INCLUDING ANY METHOD AND 
ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA FOR DISTRIBUTION; (D) ANAGREEMENT TO 
INDEMNIFY AND HOLD HARMLESS THE CITY FOR ANY DAMAGES 
RESULTING FROM DONATION OF THE BICYCLES; AND (E) AN 
AGREEMENT TO PROVIDE, UPON REQUEST, ALISTOF THE NAMES 
AND ADDRESSES OF ANY RECIPIENTS OF THE BICYCLES. THE 
CITY CLERK SHALL SUBMIT ANY SUCH APPLICATIONS TO 
COUNCIL FOR REFERRAL TO THE APPROPRIATE COMMITTEE. 


(6) THE CITY WILL ATTEMPT TO DONATE BICYCLES ON A 
ROTATING BASIS TO ALL APPROVED ORGANIZATIONS IN 
ROUGHLY EQUAL NUMBERS. DONATED BICYCLES MUST BE 
PICKED UP FROM THE QUARTERMASTER UNIT BY THE RECIPIENT 
ORGANIZATION. ANY DONATED BICYCLES THAT ARE NOT PICKED 
UP BY THE RECIPIENT ORGANIZATION MAY BE DONATED TO 
ANOTHER APPROVED ORGANIZATION IN THE DISCRETION OF THE 
QUARTERMASTER UNIT. 


(j) THE FOLLOWING LANGUAGE IS ADDED AFTER RULE 822: 
NO PERSON SHALL PARK ANY VEHICLE ON EITHER SIDE OF ANY 
STREET BETWEEN 2:00 A.M. AND 5:00 A.M. OF ANY DAY. 


404.02. SPECIAL EVENT PARKING 


(a) THE LANSING MUNICIPAL PARKING SYSTEM MAY IMPOSE 
SPECIAL EVENT FEES FOR PARKING IN CITY PARKING FACILITIES 
DURING SPECIAL EVENTS. TWO TIERS OF SPECIAL EVENT FEES 
SHALL BE SET BY COUNCIL RESOLUTION: A PREMIUM SPECIAL 
EVENT PARKING FEE SHALL BE SET AT DOUBLE THE AMOUNT OF 
THE STANDARD SPECIAL EVENT PARKING FEE. FOR ALL SPECIAL 
EVENTS NOT OTHERWISE COVERED BY THIS SECTION, 
STANDARD SPECIAL EVENT PARKING FEES SHALL APPLY UNLESS 
THE LANSING MUNICIPAL PARKING SYSTEM, IN CONSULTATION 
WITH THE SPONSOR OF THE SPECIAL EVENT, DETERMINES THAT 
PREMIUM PARKING RATES SHALL APPLY DUE TO (1) ANTICIPATED 
COSTS TO THE CITY FOR PARKING ENFORCEMENT RESOURCES 
IN EXCESS OF THOSE AVAILABLE TO THE CITY IN THE NORMAL 
COURSE OF BUSINESS OR (2) THE ANTICIPATED NEED TO 
ALLOCATE PARKING AMONG AN UNUSUALLY HIGH NUMBER OF 
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EXPECTED ATTENDEES. 


(b) FEES FOR PARKING IN THE STADIUM PLAZA LOT AND THE 
LANSING CENTER LOT AT TIMES OTHER THAN THEIR NORMAL 
OPERATING HOURS WHEN BASEBALL GAMES ARE HELD AT THE 
LANSING BASEBALL STADIUM SHALL BE SET BY COUNCIL 
RESOLUTION, IN ACCORDANCE WITH ANY GOVERNING 
AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE CITY AND THE LESSEE OF THE 
LANSING BASEBALL STADIUM. 


(c) IN ACCORDANCE WITH ANY GOVERNING AGREEMENT 
BETWEEN THE CITY AND THE LESSEE OF THE LANSING BASEBALL 
STADIUM, SPACES IN CITY PARKING FACILITIES MAY BE 
DESIGNATED FOR USE DURING A BASEBALL SEASON BY 
PERSONS WHO HAVE PURCHASED SEASON PARKING PASSES 
FOR A FEE SET BY COUNCIL RESOLUTION. 


(d) EVENTS HELD AT THE LANSING CENTER SHALL BE GIVEN 
PRIORITY INRESERVING THE LANSINGCENTER PARKING LOTS AT 
STANDARD SPECIAL EVENT PARKING FEES. OTHERWISE, ON 
DAYS ON WHICH BASEBALL GAMES ARE HELD AT THE LANSING 
BASEBALL STADIUM, THE PARKING FEE SHALL BE AN AMOUNT 
SET BY COUNCIL RESOLUTION IN ACCORDANCE WITH ANY 
GOVERNING AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE CITY AND THE LESSEE 
OF THE LANSING BASEBALL STADIUM. 


(e) THE LANSING MUNICIPAL PARKING SYSTEM IS HEREBY 
AUTHORIZED TO CONTRACT WITH NONPROFIT ORGANIZATIONS. 
FOR THE OPERATION OF CITY PARKING FACILITIES OUTSIDE OF 
THENORMAL OPERATING HOURS OF THOSE PARKING FACILITIES, 
AT TIMES WHEN THE NONPROFIT ORGANIZATION IS HOLDING A 
SPECIAL EVENT IN THE CITY THAT OFFERS RECREATION, 
ENTERTAINMENT, ENRICHMENT, OR CULTURAL ACTIVITIES TO 
THE GENERAL PUBLIC. 


(1) ANY PERSON PARKING IN A CITY PARKING FACILITY 
OPERATED PURSUANT TO THIS SUBSECTION WHOSE PARKING |S 
NOT OTHERWISE AUTHORIZED BY A MONTHLY PARKING PERMIT 
SHALL BE CHARGED A FEE CONSISTENT WITH THIS SECTION. A 
CONTRACT ENTERED INTO PURSUANT TO THIS SUBSECTION MAY 
PROVIDE THAT THE NONPROFIT CORPORATION IS ENTITLED TO 
ANY AMOUNT COLLECTED AFTER DEDUCTING BOTH (A) THE 
CITY'S COST OF OPERATING ITS PARKING FACILITIES, INCLUDING 
THE EMPLOYEE WAGES AND BENEFITS ATTRIBUTABLE TO THE 
CITY'S OPERATION OF THE PARKING FACILITIES AND (B) 10% OF 
THE FEES COLLECTED. 


(2) ANY CONTRACT ENTERED INTO PURSUANT TO THIS 
SUBSECTION SHALL REQUIRE THE NONPROFIT ORGANIZATION 
TO (A) INDEMNIFY AND HOLD HARMLESS THE CITY FOR ANY 
DAMAGES INCURRED AS ARESULT OF THE CITY'S OPERATION OF 
CITY PARKING FACILITIES OUTSIDE OF THEIR NORMAL 
OPERATING HOURS AND (B) FILE WITH THE CITY CLERK PROOF 
OF AN INSURANCE POLICY NAMING THE CITY AS AN ADDITIONAL 
INSURED PARTY, APPROVED BY THE CITY ATTORNEY, AND 
PROVIDING LIABILITY COVERAGE IN AN AMOUNT ESTABLISHED BY 
THE FINANCE DEPARTMENT. 


404.03. FINES FOR PARKING VIOLATIONS. 


(a) SUBJECT TO SUBSECTIONS (b), (c), AND (d), FINES FOR 
PARKING VIOLATIONS SHALL BE SET BY COUNCIL RESOLUTION 
THE FINES SET BY COUNCIL RESOLUTION SHALL INCLUDEA RATE 
FOR FINES PAID WITHIN 14 DAYS OF ISSUANCE OF THE CITATION, 
AN INCREASED RATE FOR FINES PAID WITHIN 28 DAYS OF THE 
ISSUANCE OF THE CITATION, AND AN ADDITIONALLY INCREASED 
RATE FOR FINES PAID WITHIN 42 DAYS OF ISSUANCE OF THE 
CITATION 


(b) ANY PERSON PAYING A FINE FOR AN EXPIRED METER 
VIOLATION IN PERSON AT THE PARKING VIOLATIONS BUREAU 
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SHALL PAY A REDUCED RATE SET BY COUNCIL RESOLUTION 
DURING THE FIRST TWO HOURS AFTER THE TICKET WAS ISSUED. 


(c) FAILURE TO PAY THE PRESCRIBED FEE FOR PARKING IN A 
CITY PARKING FACILITY UPON EXITING THE PARKING FACILITY 
SHALL CARRY A FINE SET BY COUNCIL RESOLUTION IN ADDITION 
TO THE UNPAID PARKING FEE. 

(d) ANY PERSON WHO FAILS TO PAY A FINE SET PURSUANT TO 
THIS SECTION WITHIN FORTY-TWO DAYS FROM THE DATE OF 
ISSUANCE OF THE TICKET SHALL BE RESPONSIBLE FOR A CIVIL 
INFRACTION PUNISHABLE AS PROVIDED BY LAW. 


404.04. PARKING ENFORCEMENT WORKERS: 


PARKING ENFORCEMENT WORKERS ARE HEREBY AUTHORIZED 
TO ISSUE PARKING VIOLATION TICKETS AND AFFIX COPIES TO 
ANY VEHICLE FOUND PARKED IN VIOLATION OF THIS CHAPTER 


404.05. PARKING VIOLATIONS BUREAU 


PURSUANT TO MCL 600.8395, A PARKING VIOLATIONS BUREAU IS 
HEREBY ESTABLISHED WITHIN THE PARKING SERVICES OFFICE 
FOR THE PURPOSE OF ACCEPTING CIVIL INFRACTION 
ADMISSIONS IN PARKING VIOLATION CASES AND COLLECTING

Demonstration Grant 
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WHEREAS, HUD has awarded the City of Lansing $1,728,605 in grant 
funds to be used over a three year period to reduce lead hazards in 
housing; and 


WHEREAS, HUD is interested in timely implementation of grant activities 
and has requested the City of Lansing to sign the grant by October 15, 
2011; and 


WHEREAS, the HUD required match of $432,151 will be met by the 
Development Office using CDBG funds from it's existing budget for staff 
and housing rehabilitation program activities; and 


WHEREAS additional match provided from CDBG funds, and match from 
owner contributions toward the direct cost of eliminating lead paint 
hazards will exceed the required 25% match; and 


WHEREAS, the Lead Hazard Reduction Demonstration Grant will provide 
funds for lead remediation and clearance in 125 housing units, public 
outreach and education regarding lead hazards, training in lead safe work 
practices for home owners, contractors and landlords; and 


WHEREAS, the elimination of lead hazards in housing occupied by 
children under the age of six is a priority under the City’s Consolidated 
Strategy and Plan; and 


WHEREAS, grant funds, combined with City of LansingCDBGlocal funds 
and owner funds will be sufficient to complete the project as proposed 
with no additional funds from the city; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing successfully completed its prior 2006- 
2010 $1.3 million HUD Lead Hazard Reduction Grant by clearing 129

ORDINANCE #1175 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND CHAPTER 1046 OF THE LANSING CODIFIED ORDINANCES, 
“INDUSTRIAL WASTE AND PRETREATMENT," BY MAKING CHANGES. 
APPROVED BY THE MICHIGAN DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENTAL 
QUALITY AND REQUIRED BY FEDERAL LAW. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1, That Chapter 1046 of the Codified Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby amended to read as follows: 


1046.01. Purpose. 


The purpose of this chapter is to regulate industrial waste pretreatment 
facilities and the discharge of industrial waste into the City's publicly 
operated treatment works and to provide for pollutant limitations, data 
collection, monitoring and sampling and for penalties for the violation 
thereof for the following purposes: 


(a) To prevent the introduction of pollutants into the City's wastewater 
system which will interfere with the normal operation of the system or 
contaminate the resulting Municipal sludge; 


(b) To prevent the introduction of pollutants into the City's wastewater 
system which do not receive adequate treatment in the publicly owned 
treatment works and which will pass through the system into receiving 
waters or the atmosphere or otherwise be incompatible with the system; 


(c) To improve the opportunity to recycle and reclaim wastewater and 
sludge from the system; and 


(d) To provide for the recovery of costs from users of the publicly owned 
treatment works for the implementation of the program established in this 
chapter. 


1046.02. Definitions. 


As used in this chapter, unless the context specifically indicates 
otherwise: 

The Act means the Federal Water Pollution Control Act, also known as 
the Clean Water Act, as amended, 33 U.S.C. 1251 et seq 

Alternative discharge limit means a limit set by the City in lieu of the 
promulgated national categorical pretreatment standards for integrated 
facilities in accordance with the combined waste stream formula, as set 
by the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA). 


Approval authority means the administrator. of the ERA until.cuch timeas 
the State pretreatment program is.approved and then the Director ofthe 
State Department of Natural Resources DIRECTOR OF THE MICHIGAN 
DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENTAL QUALITY (MDEQ), OR HIS/HER 
DULY AUTHORIZED REPRESENTATIVE. 


Authorized representative of industrial user means: 


A. A principal executive officer of at least the level of vice-president, ifthe 
industrial user is a corporation;

B. Ageneral partner or proprietor, if the individual user is a partnership or 
proprietorship, respectively; or 


C. A duly authorized representative of an individual designated in 
paragraphs (4)A. and B. hereof, if such representative is responsible for 
the overall operation of the facilities from which the indirect discharge 
originates OR FOR ENVIRONMENTAL MATTERS OF THE COMPANY. 
AUTHORIZATION FOR THIS REPRESENTATIVE MUST BE 
SUBMITTED IN WRITING TO THE CITY BY THE INDIVIDUAL 
DESIGNATED IN A OR B ABOVE, 


AVERAGE LIMIT MEANS THE MAXIMUM ALLOWABLE AVERAGE 
DAILY DISCHARGE OF A POLLUTANT DURING A GIVEN TIME 
PERIOD AND CALCULATED AS THE SUM OF ALL DAILY DISCHARGE 
MEASUREMENTS DURING THE PERIOD DIVIDED BY THE NUMBER 
OF DAILY MEASUREMENTS. 


BEST MANAGEMENT PRACTICES OR BMPS MEAN SCHEDULES OF 
ACTIVITIES, PROHIBITIONS OF PRACTICES, MAINTENANCE 
PROCEDURES, AND OTHER MANAGEMENT ACTIONS. BEST 
MANAGEMENT PRACTICES ALSO INCLUDE TREATMENT 
REQUIREMENTS; OPERATING PROCEDURES; AND PRACTICES TO. 
CONTROL SITE RUNOFF, SPILLAGE OR LEAKS, SLUDGE OR

Biochemical oxygen demand or BOD means the quantity of oxygen 
utilized in the biochemical oxidation of organic matter under standard 
laboratory procedure in five days at twenty degrees Centigrade 
expressed in terms of weights and concentration (milligrams per liter) 


Building sewer means a sewer conveying wastewater from the premises 
of a user to the POTW. 


Bypass means the intentional diversion of waste streams from any portion 
of a user's treatment facility. 


Categorical standards means national categorical pretreatment 
standards 


Chemical oxygen demand or COD means a measure of the oxygen- 
consuming capacity of inorganic and organic matter present in water or 
wastewater. It is expressed as the amount of oxygen consumed from a 
chemical oxidant in a specific test. It does not differentiate between stable 
and unstable organic matter and thus does not necessarily correlate with 
biochemical oxygen demand. "Chemical oxygen demand’ is also known 
as OC and DOC, oxygen consumed and dichromate oxygen consumed, 
respectively 


Combined waste stream means the waste stream at industrial facilities 
where regulated process effluent is mixed with other wastewater, either 
regulated or unregulated, prior to or at the point of treatment. 


Compatible pollutant means a substance amenable to treatment in the 
wastewater treatment plant, such as biochemical oxygen demand, 
suspended solids, pH and fecal coliform bacteria, plus additional 
pollutants identified in the NPDES permit if the publicly owned 
pretreatment works was designedto treat such pollutants and in fact does 
remove such pollutants to a substantial degree

TERMS OF MASS, THE DAILY DISCHARGE IS THE TOTAL MASS 
DISCHARGED OVER THE COURSE OF THAT DAY. 


Direct discharge means the discharge of treated or untreated wastewater 
directly to the waters of the State. 


Director means the Director of Public Service, OR HIS/HER DULY 
AUTHORIZED REPRESENTATIVE. 


Environmental Protection Agency means the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency, its administrator or another duly authorized official 
thereof 

Grab sample means a sample which is taken from a waste stream on a 
one-time basis with no regard to the flow in the waste stream and without 
consideration of time 


Holding tank waste means any waste from holding tanks such as vessels, 
chemical toilets, campers, trailers, septic tanks and vacuum-pump trucks 
Incompatible pollutant means any pollutant which is not a compatible 
pollutant 

Indirect discharge means the discharge or the introduction of 
nondomestic pollutants into the POTW, including holding tank waste 
discharged into the system 


Industrial user means any user which discharges industrial waste. 


Industrial waste means the wastewater discharge from industrial, 
manufacturing, trade or business processes, or wastewater discharge 
from any structure with such characteristics, as distinct from an 
employee's domestic waste or waste from sanitary conveniences. 


INSTANTANEOUS LIMIT MEANS THE MAXIMUM CONCENTRATION 
OF A POLLUTANT ALLOWED TO BE DISCHARGED AT ANY TIME, 
DETERMINED FROM THE ANALYSIS OF ANY GRAB OR COMPOSITE 
SAMPLE COLLECTED, INDEPENDENT OF THE INDUSTRIAL FLOW 
RATE OR DURATION OF THE SAMPLING EVENT. 


Integrated facilities means industrial facilities with a combined waste 
stream. 


Interference means the inhibition or disruption of the POTWV treatment 
processes or operations which contributes to a violation of any 
requirement of the City's NPDES permit or reduces the efficiency of the 
POTW. "Interference" includes the prevention of sewage sludge use or 
disposal by the POTW. 


Laboratory determination means the measurements, tests and analyses 
of the characteristics of water and waste in accordance with the methods 
contained in the latest edition (at the time) of any such measurements, 
tests or analyses of the characteristics of waters and wastes in 
accordance with the methods contained in 40 C.F.R. 136, as amended, or 
in accordance with any other method prescribed by the rules and 
regulations promulgated pursuant to this chapter 

National Categorical Pretreatment Standard means any Federal 
regulation containing pollution discharge limits promulgated by the EPA, 
which regulation applies to a specific category of industrial users. 
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National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System Permit or NPDES permit 
means a permit issued pursuant to Section 402 of the Act (33 U.S.C. 
1342), as amended. 


National prohibitive discharge standard or prohibitive discharge standard 
means any regulation developed under the authority of Section 307(b) of 
the Act and 40 C.F.R. 403.5, as amended

Pollutant means any various chemicals, substances or refuse materials, 
such as solid waste, sewage, garbage, sewage sludge, chemical wastes, 
biological materials, radioactive materials, heat and industrial, municipal 
and agricultural wastes, which impair the purity of water and soil 


Pollution means the man-made or man-induced alteration of the 
chemical, physical, biological and radiological integrity of water. 


Pretreatment or treatment means the reduction of the amount of 
pollutants, the elimination of pollutants, the alteration of the nature of 
pollutants or the alteration of the nature of pollutant properties in 
wastewater to a less harmful state prior to or in lieu of discharging or 
otherwise introducing such pollutants into a POTW. The reduction or 
alteration can be obtained by physical, chemical or biological processes, 
process changes or other means, except as prohibited by 40 C.F.R 


403.6(d), as amended. 


Pretreatment requirement means any substantive or procedural 
requirement for treating a waste prior to inclusion in the POTW. 


Pretreatment standards means national categorical pretreatment 
standards or alternative discharge limits, whichever is applicable. 


POTW treatment plant means that portion of the publicly owned treatment 
works designed to provide treatment to wastewater 


Publicly owned treatment works or POTW means a treatment works as 
defined by Section 212 of the Act (33 U.S.C. 1292), which is owned by 
the City. "Publicly owned treatment works" includes any sewer that 
conveys wastewater to the POTW treatment plant and any sewer that 
conveys wastewater to the POTW from persons outside the City who are, 
by contract or agreement with the City, users of the City's POTW 


Severe property damage means substantial physical damage to property, 
damage to the treatment facilities which causes them to become 
inoperable, or substantial and permanent loss of natural resources which 
can reasonably be expected to occur in the absence of a bypass. Severe 
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property damage does not mean economic loss caused by delays in 
production 


Significant industrial user means: 


A. Non-domestic user subject to categorical pretreatment standards 
under 40 CFR 403 (1992) and 40 CFR chapter 1, subchapter N (1990). 


B. Anon-domestic user to which one of the following provisions applies 


1. The user discharges an average of 25,000 gallons per day or more of 
process wastewater to the publicly owned treatment works, excluding 
sanitary, non-contact cooling, and boiler blowdown wastewater; 


2. The user contributes a process wastestream that makes up 5% or 
more of the average dry weather hydraulic or organic capacity of the 
publicly owned treatment works; 


3. The user is designated as a significant industrial user by the control 
authority on the basis that the user has a reasonable potential for 
adversely affecting the publicly owned treatment works' operation or for 
violating any pretreatment standard or requirement 


Significant violation means one or more of the following: 


A. Chronic violation of wastewater discharge limits, defined here as when 
sixty-six percent or more of all the measurements for a pollutant 
parameter taken during a six-month period exceed by any magnitude the 
corresponding daily maximum limit, orthe-correspending average limits, 
OR INSTANTANEOUS LIMIT. 


B, Technical review criteria (TRC) violation of wastewater discharge 
limits, defined here as when thirtythree percent or more of all the 
measurements for a pollutant parameter taken during a six-month period 
equal or exceed the product of the corresponding daily maximum limit 
multiplied by the applicable TRC factor, or the product of the 
corresponding average limit multiplied by the applicable TRC factor-, OR 
THE PRODUCT OF THE CORRESPONDING INSTANTANEOUS LIMIT 
MULTIPLIED BY THE APPLICABLE TRC FACTOR. (TRC factor+ 1.4 for 
BOD, TSS, fats, oil and grease, and 1.2 for all other pollutants except 
pH); 


C. Any other violation of a daily maximum limit, @ an average limit, OR 
AN INSTANTANEOUS LIMIT that the director determines has alone or in 
combination with other discharges caused interference or pass through, 
including endangering the health of POTW personnel or the general 
public; 


D. Any discharge of a pollutant that has caused imminent endangerment 
tohuman health, public welfare or the environment, or has resulted in the 
POTW exercising its emergency authority to halt or prevent such a 
discharge: 


E. Failure to meet, within ninety days after the schedule date, a 
compliance schedule milestone contained in a Cityissued discharge 
permit or enforcement order for starting construction, completing 
construction or attaining final compliance: 


F. Failure to provide, within thirty days after the due date, required reports 
such as baseline monitoring reports, ninety day compliance reports 
and/or reports on compliance with compliance schedules; 

G. Failure to accurately report noncompliance; and 

H. Any other violation or group of violations, INCLUDING VIOLATIONS 
OF BMPS which the Director determines are adversely affecting the 
operation or implementation of the City's pretreatment program

1046.04. General discharge prohibitions. 


(a) No user shall contribute or cause to be contributed, directly or 
indirectly, any pollutant or wastewater which will interfere with the 
operation or the performance of the POTW, including the following 
substances 


(1) Any liquid, solid or gas which, by reason ofits nature or quantity, is or 
may be sufficient, either alone or by interaction with other substances, to 
cause fire or explosion or be injurious in any other way tothe POTW or to 
the operation of the POTW, including, but not limited to, waste streams 
with a closed cup flashpoint of less than 140 degrees Fahrenheit; 


(2) Any solid or viscous substance which may cause obstruction to the 
flow in a sewer or other interference with the operation of the wastewater 
treatment facilities, INCLUDING ANY WASTEWATER OR SUBSTANCE 
CONTAINING, IN ANY GRAB SAMPLE, POLAR (FOOD-BASED) OIL 
AND GREASE ABOVE 400 MG/L; 


(3) Any wastewater having a pH less than 5.5 or greater than 10.5, or 
wastewater having any other corrosive property capable of causing 
damage or hazard to structures, equipment or personnel of the POTW: 


(4) Any wastewater containing toxic pollutants in sufficient quantity, either 
singly or by interaction with other pollutants, to injure or interfere with any 
wastewater treatment process, constitute a hazard to humans or animals, 
create a toxic effect in the receiving waters of the POTW or exceed the 
limitation set forth in a categorical pretreatment standard; 


(5) Any noxious or malodorous liquid, gas or solid which, either singly or 
by interaction with other wastes, is sufficient to create a public nuisance 
or hazard to life or to prevent entry into the sewers for maintenance and 
repair, or which results in the presence of toxic gases, vapors or fumes 
within the POTW in a quantity that may cause acute worker health and 
safety problems; 


(6) Any substance which may cause the POTW effiuent or any other 
product of the POTW (such as residues, sludges or scums) to be 
unsuitable for reclamation and re-use or to interfere with the reclamation 
process; 


(7) Any substance which will cause the POTW/ to violate its NPDES 
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permit or the receiving water quality standards; 


(8) Any wastewater with objectionable color not removed in the treatment 
process, such as, but not limited to, dye wastes and vegetable tanning 
solutions; 


(9) Any wastewater having a temperature which will inhibit biological 
activity in the POTW resulting in interference, but in no case wastewater 
with a temperature at the introduction into the POTW which exceeds 
fortythree degrees Centigrade or 110 degrees Fahrenheit; 


(10) Any pollutants, including oxygen-demanding pollutantsreleasedat a 
flow rate and/or pollutant concentration which will cause interference to 
the POTW; 


(11) Any wastewater containing any radioactive waste or isotope of such 
half life or concentration as may exceed limits established by the Director 
of Public Service in compliance with applicable State or Federal 
regulations; 


(12) Any wastewater which causes a hazard to human life or creates a 
public nuisance; 


(13) Any wastewater or substance containing polychlorinated biphenyl 
(PCB); and 


(14) Any trucked or hauled wastewater, except at designated points as 
specifically permitted by the City. 


(b) In addition to the requirements of subsection (a), petroleum, non- 
biodegradable cutting oil, or products of mineral oil origin in amounts that 
will cause interference or pass-through shall not be introduced into the 
POTW.

Except where expressly authorized to do so by an applicable 
pretreatment standard or requirement, nouser shall ever increase the use 
of process water or in anyway attempt to dilute a discharge asa partial or 
complete substitute for adequate treatment to achieve compliance with 
the limitations contained in the national categorical pretreatment 
standards, alternative discharge limits, or any other pollutant-specific 
limitation developed by the City or the State. 


1046.08. Accidental discharges; bypasses. 


(a) Where required, a user shall provide protection from accidental 
discharge of 

prohibited materials or other substances regulated by this chapter. 
Facilities to prevent accidental discharge or prohibited materials shall be 
provided and maintained at the owner's or user's cost and expense. At 
the request of the City, detailed plans showing facilities and operating 
procedures to provide such protection shall be submitted to the City for 
review. All required users shall complete such a plan within ninety days 
after notification by the City. If required by the City, a user who 
commences contribution to the POTW after the effective date of this 
chapter (Ordinance 698, passed April 8, 1985), shall not be permitted to 
introduce pollutants into the system until accidental discharge procedures 
have been approved by the City. Review and approval of such plans and 
operating procedures shall not relieve the user from the responsibility to 
modify the user's facility as necessary to meet the requirements of this 
chapter. The City will evaluate, at least once every two years, whether an 
industrial user without such protection will be subjected to these 
requirements. In the case of an accidental discharge OR OTHER 
DISCHARGE THAT COULD CAUSE PROBLEMS AT THE POTW, 
INCLUDING SLUG LOAD DISCHARGES, the user shall inamediately 
telephone and notify the POTW df the incident. SUCH NOTIFICATION: 
SHALL OCCUR AS SOON AS POSSIBLE, BUT IN NO CASE MORE 
THAN TWENTY-FOUR HOURSAFTER THE USER BECOMES AWARE 
OF THE ACCIDENTAL OR OTHER DISCHARGE THAT COULD CAUSE 
PROBLEMS AT THE POTW. The notification shall include location of 
discharge, type of waste, concentration and volume and correction 
actions 


(b) Within five days following such accidental discharge, the user shall 
submit to the Director of Public Service a detailed written report 
describing the cause of the discharge and the measures to be taken by 
the user to prevent similar future occurrences. Such notification shall not 
relieve the user of any expense, loss, damage or other liability which may 
be incurred as a result of damage to the POTW, fish kills or any other 
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damage to person or property. Such notification shall not relieve the user 
of any fine, civil penalty or other liability which may be imposed by this 
chapter or other applicable laws 


(c) Anotice shall be permanently posted on the user's bulletin board or 
other prominent place advising employees of the user who to call in the 
event of a dangerous discharge. Employers shall ensure that all 
employees who may cause or suffer such a dangerous discharge to occur 
are advised of the emergency notification procedure 


(d) A bypass violating applicable pretreatment standards and 
requirements is prohibited, and the City may take enforcement action 
against a user for such bypass, unless: the bypass was unavoidable to 
prevent loss of life, personal injury, or severe property damage; there 
were no feasible alternatives to the bypass, such as the use of auxiliary 
treatment facilities, retention of untreated wastes, or maintenance during 
normal periods of equipment downtime (except where adequate backup 
equipment should have been installed in the exercise of reasonable 
engineering judgment to operate during normal periods of equipment 
downtime or preventive maintenance); and the user submitted required 
notices. For accidental bypass, notice requirements are specified in 
paragraphs (a), (b) and (c) hereof. If the user knows in advance of the 
need for bypass, a prior notice shall be submitted to the City at least ten 
days before the date of the bypass. The City may approve or disapprove 
this anticipated bypass, after considering its adverse effects 


(E) AN UPSET MAY CONSTITUTE AN AFFIRMATIVE DEFENSE BY 
THE USER IN UNINTENTIONAL AND TEMPORARY 
NONCOMPLIANCE — WITH APPLICABLE PRETREATMENT 
STANDARDS OR REQUIREMENTS, PROVIDED IT CAN BE PROVED 
THAT: 


(1) AN UPSET OCCURRED AND THE USER CAN IDENTIFY THE 
CAUSE; 


(2) THE FACILITY WAS, AT THE TIME OF THE UPSET, BEING 
OPERATED IN A PRUDENT AND WORKMANLIKE MANNER AND IN 
COMPLIANCE WITH APPLICABLE OPERATIONAL AND 
MAINTENANCE PROCEDURES; 


(3) THE USER SUBMITTED THE REQUIRED NOTIFICATIONS IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH PARAGRAPHS (A) AND (B) HEREOF. 

IN ANY ENFORCEMENT PROCEEDINGS, THE USER SEEKING TO 
ESTABLISH THE OCCURRENCE OF AN UPSET SHALL HAVE THE 
BURDEN OF PROOF. 


1046.09. Charges. 
(a) Generally. Charges shall be made for fees collected for: 


(1) Reimbursement of costs of setting up and operating the pretreatment 
program; 


(2) Monitoring, inspection and surveillance procedures; 
(3) Reviewing accidental discharge procedures and construction; 
(4) Filing appeals; and 


(5) Consistent removal by the City of pollutants otherwise subject to 
Federal pretreatment standards and others as the City may deem 
necessary to carry out the requirements contained herein 

The amounts of the fees which shall be charged for such operation and 
administration of programs are as specified in Section 1042.04 


(b) Surcharges. Additional surcharges may be made by the City to 
compensate the City for the cost of treatment of COMPATIBLE pollutant 
loadings not normally treated at or in excess of those treated by the 
POTW. SUCH SURCHARGES SHALL APPLY TO CONCENTRATIONS 
ABOVE THE FOLLOWING 

BOD 300 MG/L 
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TOTAL SUSPENDED SOLIDS 350 MG/L 
TOTAL PHOSPHORUS 6.0 MG/L 
AMMONIA NITROGEN 25 MG/L 


(c) Basis of Charges. Charges and fees for services provided by the 
program shall be levied upon any user who may have any sewer 
connection with the POTW and who discharges nondomesticwaste tothe 
POTW or any part thereof. Such chargesshall be based upon the number 
of samples collected, the number of analyses conducted and the quality 
of nondomestic wastewater 


1046.10. Discharge authorization. 


(A) No person shall discharge to the waters of the State within the City or 
in any area under the jurisdiction of the City, and/or to the POTW, any 
wastewater, except as authorized by the Director of Public Service in 
accordance with this chapter or except as provided by an NPDES permit 


(B) WASTEWATER DISCHARGE PERMIT. WHERE DEEMED 
APPROPRIATE BY THE DIRECTOR, A PERMIT TO DISCHARGE 
WASTEWATER TO THE POTW MAY BE ISSUED TO A USER 
PURSUANT TO THE FOLLOWING CONDITIONS: 


(1) THE PERMIT SHALL BE EFFECTIVE FOR A SPECIFIED TIME 
PERIOD, UP TO FIVE YEARS FROM ITS EFFECTIVE DATE. 


(2) THE PERMIT SHALL INCLUDE CONDITIONS DEEMED 
REASONABLY NECESSARY BY THE DIRECTOR TOPREVENT PASS- 
THROUGH OR INTERFERENCE, PROTECT THE QUALITY OF THE 
WATER BODY RECEIVING THE POTW EFFLUENT, PROTECT 
WORKER HEALTH AND SAFETY, FACILITATE SLUDGE 
MANAGEMENT AND DISPOSAL, AND PROTECT AGAINST DAMAGE 
TO THE POTW. ATA MINIMUM, THE PERMIT SHALL CONTAIN THE 
FOLLOWING: 


(i) ASTATEMENT THAT SPECIFIES THE PERMIT ISSUANCE DATE, 
EFFECTIVE DATE, AND EXPIRATION DATE; 


(ii) A STATEMENT THAT THE PERMIT IS NONTRANSFERABLE 
WITHOUT PRIOR NOTIFICATION TO THE CITY; 


(iii) EFFLUENT LIMITS, INCLUDING BMPS, BASED ON APPLICABLE 
PRETREATMENT STANDARDS AND REQUIREMENTS; 

(iv) SAMPLING, REPORTING, NOTIFICATION AND RECORD-KEEPING 
REQUIRMENTS; 


(v) ANY APPLICABLE COMPLIANCE SCHEDULES; 


(vi) REQUIREMENTS TO CONTROL SLUG LOAD DISCHARGE, IF 
DETERMINED BY THE DIRECTOR TO BE NECESSARY; 


(vii) STATEMENT OF APPLICABLE CIVIL AND CRIMINAL PENALTIES 
FOR VIOLATION OF PERMIT CONDITIONS. 


(3) THE DISCHARGE PERMIT MAY ALSO CONTAIN THE 
FOLLOWING: 


(i) LIMITS ON THE RATE OR TIME OF DISCHARGE, AND/OR 
REQUIREMENTS FOR FLOW REGULATION OR EQUALIZATION; 


(i) REQUIREMENTS FOR WASTE MINIMIZATION PLANS OR 
INSTALLATION OF PRETREATMENT TECHNOLOGY, POLLUTION 
CONTROL, AND CONTAINMENT DEVICES TO REDUCE THE 
AMOUNT OF POLLUTANTS 

DISCHARGED TO THE POTW; 

(iii) SPECIAL CONDITIONS TO PREVENT ACCIDENTAL OR NON- 
ROUTINE DISCHARGES; 


(iv) REQUIREMENTS FOR INSTALLATION AND MAINTENANCE OF 
FLOW MEASUREMENT AND SAMPLING FACILITIES; AND 
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(v) OTHER CONDITIONS AS DEEMED APPROPRIATE BY THE 
DIRECTOR TO ENSURE COMPLIANCE WITH THISORDINANCE, AND 
STATE AND FEDERAL LAWS, RULES, AND REGULATIONS 


(4) THE DIRECTOR SHALL PROVIDE THE USER WITH AN 
OPPORTUNITY TO REVIEW AND REQUESTRECONSIDERATION OF 
THE TERMS OF ITS WASTEWATER DISCHARGE PERMIT. IN ITS 
PETITION FOR RECONSIDERATION, THE USER SHALL INDICATE 
THE OBJECTIONABLE PROVISIONS, THE REASONS FOR 
OBJECTIONS, AND ALTERNATIVE CONDITIONS IT SEEKS TO PLACE 
IN THE PERMIT. ANY ACTION BY THE DIRECTOR CONCERNING 
THE USER'S OBJECTION MAY BE APPEALED TO COUNCIL. 


(5) THE DIRECTOR MAY MODIFY A WASTEWATER DISCHARGE 
PERMIT FOR GOOD CAUSE INCLUDING, BUT NOT LIMITED TO, THE 
FOLLOWING REASONS: 


(i) TO INCORPORATE ANY NEW OR REVISED PRETREATMENT 
STANDARDS OR REQUIREMENTS; 


(i) A CHANGE IN THE POTW THAT REQUIRES EITHER A 
TEMPORARY OR PERMANENT CHANGE IN THE AUTHORIZED 
DISCHARGE; OR 


(iii) TO CORRECT TYPOGRAPHICAL OR OTHER ERRORS. 


(6) THE DIRECTOR MAY REVOKE A WASTEWATER DISCHARGE 
PERMIT FOR GOOD CAUSE INCLUDING, BUT NOT LIMITED TO, THE 
FOLLOWING REASONS: 


(i) FAILURE TO SUBMIT A REQUIRED WASTEWATER SURVEY OR 
PERMIT APPLICATION; 


(ii), MISREPRESENTATION OF FACTS, OR FAILURE TO FULLY 
DISCLOSE ALL RELEVANT FACTS, IN A REQUIRED WASTEWATER 
SURVEY OR PERMIT APPLICATION; 


(iii) FAILURE TO MEET EFFLUENT LIMITATIONS OR COMPLIANCE 
SCHEDULES; 


(iv) TAMPERING WITH MONITORING EQUIPMENT AND/OR 
FALSIFYING SELF MONITORING REPORTS OR CERTIFICATION 
STATEMENTS; 


(v) REFUSING TO ALLOW THE CITY TIMELY ACCESS TO THE 
FACILITY PREMISES AND RECORDS; 


(vi) FAILURE TO NOTIFY THE CITY OF SIGNIFICANT CHANGES TO 
THE WASTEWATER IN ACCORDANCE WITH THIS CHAPTER; 


(vii) FAILURE TO PAY FINES OR SEWER CHARGES; OR 


(vill) VIOLATION OF ANY PRETREATMENT STANDARD OR 
REQUIREMENT, ANY TERMS OF THE WASTEWATER DISCHARGE 
PERMIT, OR THIS CHAPTER. 


(7) AWASTEWATER DISCHARGE PERMIT SHALL BE VOID UPON A 
USER'S CESSATION OF OPERATIONS OR TRANSFER OF BUSINESS 
OWNERSHIP UNLESS THE PERMITTEE GIVES AT LEAST NINETY 
DAYS ADVANCE NOTICE TO THE CITY, AND THE DIRECTOR 
APPROVES THE PERMIT TRANSFER. THE PERMITTEE’S NOTICE TO 
THE CITY SHALL INCLUDE A WRITTEN CERTIFICATION BY THE 
NEW OWNER OR OPERATOR WHICH: 


(i) STATES THAT THE NEW OWNER OR OPERATOR HAS NO 
IMMEDIATE INTENT TO CHANGE THE FACILITY'SOPERATIONSAND. 
PROCESSES; 


(ii) IDENTIFIES THE SPECIFIC DATE ON WHICH THE TRANSFER IS 
TO OCCUR; AND 
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(iii) ACKNOWLEDGES FULL RESPONSIBILITY FOR COMPLYING 
WITH THE EXISTING WASTEWATER DISCHARGE PERMIT 


(8) ANY USER WITH AN EXPIRING WASTEWATER DISCHARGE 
PERMIT SHALL APPLY FOR RE-ISSUANCE BY COMPLETING AND 
SUBMITTING AN APPLICATION AT LEAST NINETY DAYS PRIOR TO 
THE PERMIT'S EXPIRATION DATE. A DISCHARGE PERMIT SHALL 
BE VOID UPON ISSUANCE OF A NEW PERMIT TO THAT USER. 


1046.11. User information. 


All industrial users proposing to connect to or to contribute to the POTW 
shall submit information on the user, processes and wastewater to the 
City at least ninety days before connecting to or contributing to the 
POTW. All existing industrial users connected to or contributing to the 
POTWshall submit such information within ninety days afterthe effective 
date of this chapter (Ordinance 698, passed April 8, 1985). The 
information submitted must be sufficient for the City to determine the 
impact of the user's discharge on the POTW and the need for 
pretreatment. The user shall submit, in units and terms appropriate for 
evaluation, the following information 


(a) The user's name, address and location, if different from the address; 


(b) The user's SIC number, according to the Standard Industrial 
Classification Manual, Bureau of the Budget, 1972, as amended; 


(c) Constituents and characteristics of the user's wastewater, including, 
but not limited to, those mentioned in this chapter as determined by a 
reliable analytical laboratory. Sampling and analysis shall be performed in 
accordance with the procedures and methods detailed in the following 
publications: 


(1) Standard Methods for the Examination of Water and Wastewater, 
American Public Health Association; 


(2) Manual of Methods for Chemical Analysis of Water and Wastes, 
United States Environmental Protection Agency; and 


(3) Annual Book of Standards, Part 131, Water Atmospheric Analysis, 
1975, American Society of Testing Materials 


(d) Time and duration of contribution; 


(e) Average daily wastewater flow rates, including daily, monthly and 
seasonal variations, if any; 


(f) When requested by the City, site plans, floor plans, mechanical and 
plumbing plans and details to show all sewers, sewer connections and 
appurtenances by size, location and elevation; 


(g) Description of activities, facilities and plant processes on the 
premises, including all materials which are or could be discharged; 


(h) Where known, the nature and concentration of any pollutant in the 
discharge which is limited by City, State or Federal pretreatment 
standards, and a statement regarding whether or not such pretreatment 
standards are being met on a consistent basis. If not, the user shall 
provide information as to whether additional operation and maintenance 
and/or additional pretreatment is required by the industrial user to meet 
applicable pretreatment standards. New sources shall include information 
on any pretreatment methods they intend to use and provide estimates on 
discharge flow and pollutant concentrations. 


(i) If additional pretreatment and/or O & M is required to meet the 
pretreatment standards, the shortest schedule by which the user will 
provide such additional pretreatment. The completion date in such 
schedule shall be not later than the compliance date established for the 
applicable pretreatment standard. The following conditions shall apply to 
the schedule: 
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(1) The schedule shall contain increments of progress in the form of dates 
for the commencement and completion of major events leading to the 
construction and operation of additional pretreatment required for the user 
to meet the applicable pretreatment standards 


(2) No increment referred to in paragraph (a)(1) hereof shall exceed nine 
months 


(3) Not later than fourteen days following each date in the schedule and 
the final date for compliance, the user shall submit a progress report to 
the Director of Public Service including, as a minimum, whether or not it 
complied with the increment of progress to be met on such date and, if 
not, the date on which it expects to comply with such increment of 
progress, the reason for delay, and the steps being taken by the user to 
return construction to the schedule established. In no event shall more 
than nine months elapse between each such progress report 


() Each product produced, by type, amount, process or processes and 
rate of production; 


(k) The type and amount of raw materials processed (average and 
maximum per day); 


(I) The number and type of employees, hours of operation of the plant and 
proposed or actual hours of operation of the pretreatment system; and 


(m) Any other information as maybe deemed by the Cityto be necessary 
to evaluate the impact of the discharge on the POTW. 

Within three months of the promulgation or revision of a national 
categorical pretreatment standard or alternative discharge limit, all 
affected users must submit to the City the information required by 
subsections (h) and (i) hereof. 

ALL INFORMATION REQUIRED TO BE SUBMITTED BY THIS 
SECTION SHALL BE SIGNED BY AN AUTHORIZED 
REPRESENTATIVE OF THE INDUSTRIAL USER WITH THE 
FOLLOWING CERTIFICATION STATEMENT:

IF THE AUTHORIZED REPRESENTATIVE CHANGES BECAUSE A 
DIFFERENT INDIVIDUAL OR POSITION HAS RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
THE OVERALL OPERATION OF THE FACILITY OR FOR 
ENVIRONMENTAL MATTERS OF THE COMPANY, A NEW 
AUTHORIZATION, SATISFYING THE REQUIREMENTS OF THE 
DEFINITION CONTAINED IN SECTION 1046.02, MUST BE 
SUBMITTED TO THE CITY PRIOR TO OR TOGETHER WITH ANY 
REPORTS TO BE SIGNED BY THE AUTHORIZED REPRESENTATIVE. 


1046.12. Authority of city re discharges. 
Wastewater discharges shall be expressly subject to all provisions ofthis 
chapter and all other applicable regulations, user charges and fees 
established by the City. The City may: 


(a) Set unit charges or a schedule of user charges and fees for the 
wastewater to be discharged to the POTW; 


(b) Limit average and maximum wastewater constituents and 
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characteristics; 


(c) Limit the average and maximum rate and time of discharge or make 
requirements for flow regulations and equalization; 


(d) Require the installation and maintenance of inspection and sampling 
facilities; 


(e) Establish specifications for monitoring programs which may include 
sampling locations; frequency of sampling; number, types and standards 
for tests; and reporting schedules; 


(f) Establish compliance schedules; 
(g) Require submission of technical reports or discharge reports; 


(h) Require the maintaining, retaining and furnishing of plant records 
relating to wastewater discharge as specified by the City. The City may 
also require access to, and the right to copy, such records. 


(i) Require notification of the City IN ADVANCE OF fer any new 
introduction of wastewater constituents or any substantial change in the 
volume or character of wastewater constituents being introduced into the 
POTW, including all of the following 


(1) Groundwaters that are purged for remedial action programs; 
(2) Groundwaters containing pollutants that infiltrate into the sewers; and 
(3) Listed or characteristic hazardous wastes. 


(j) Require IMMEDIATE notification of ACCIDENTAL DISCHARGES OR 
OTHER DISCHARGES THAT COULD CAUSE PROBLEMS AT THE 
POTW, INCLUDING slug LOAD discharges; 


(k) Require other conditions as deemed appropriate by the City to ensure 
compliance with this chapter; 


(1) Control through permit, order, or similar means, the contribution to the 
POTW by each user to ensure compliance with applicable categorical 
standards or pollutant-specific limitations developed by the City or State 
This control mechanism may limit duration to a maximum of five years, 
require non-transferability without proper prior notification, establish 
specific effluent limits, eequiee SPECIFY selfmonitoring AND 
REPORTING REQUIREMENTS, CONTAIN A STATEMENT OF 
APPLICABLE PENALTIES FOR VIOLATION, ESTABLISH SLUG 
CONTROL REQUIREMENTS and/or set compliance schedules, as 
applicable. 


(m) Adjust categorical pretreatment standards to reflect the presence of 
pollutants in the user's intake water in accordance with 40 CFR 103.15. 


(N) ESTABLISH BMPS TO IMPLEMENT GENERAL PROHIBITIONS 
AND SPECIFIC POLLUTANT LIMITATIONS 


1046.13. Compliance reports-; REQUIRED NOTIFICATIONS 


(a) BASELINE MONITORING REPORT. A BASELINE MONITORING 
REPORT SHALL BE SUBMITTED TO THE DIRECTOR BY EXISTING 
USERS SUBJECT TO NEW CATEGORICAL PRETREATMENT 
STANDARDS WITHIN ONE HUNDRED EIGHTY DAYS AFTER THE 
EFFECTIVE DATE, AND BY NEW SOURCES SUBJECT TO 
CATEGORICAL PRETREATMENT STANDARDS WITHIN NINETY 
DAYS PRIOR TO COMMENCING DISCHARGE. NEW SOURCES 
SHALL REPORT THE METHOD OF PRETREATMENT THEY INTEND 
TO USE TO MEET APPLICABLE CATEGORICAL STANDARDS, AND 
ESTIMATE THE ANTICIPATED FLOW AND QUANTITY OF 
POLLUTANTS TO BE DISCHARGED. THIS REPORT SHALL CONTAIN 
THE INFORMATION LISTED BELOW. 


(1) EACH REGULATED PROCESS AND LIMITS CONTAINED IN THE 
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APPLICABLE CATEGORICAL PRETREATMENT STANDARDS, 
INCLUDING MASS LIMITS OR ALTERNATECONCENTRATION LIMITS. 
WHERE APPLICABLE. 


(2) RESULTS OF SAMPLING THATIDENTIFY THE CONCENTRATION, 
AND MASS WHERE REQUIRED BY THE STANDARD OR BY THE 
DIRECTOR, OF REGULATED POLLUTANTS IN THE DISCHARGE 
FROM EACH REGULATED PROCESS. SAMPLES SHOULD BE TAKEN 
IMMEDIATELY DOWNSTREAM FROM PRETREATMENT FACILITIES 
IF SUCH EXIST, OR IMMEDIATELY DOWNSTREAM FROM THE 
REGULATED PROCESS IF NO PRETREATMENT EXISTS. IF OTHER 
WASTEWATERS ARE MIXEDWITH THE REGULATED WASTEWATER 
PRIOR TO PRETREATMENT, FLOWS AND CONCENTRATIONS 
SHALL BE MEASURED AS NECESSARY TO ALLOW USE OF THE 
COMBINED WASTESTREAM FORMULA TO EVALUATE 
COMPLIANCE. THE FOLLOWING SHALL BE INCLUDED: 


(i) A MINIMUM OF ONE SAMPLE THAT IS REPRESENTATIVE OF 
DAILY OPERATIONS, ANALYZED IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
PROCEDURES ESTABLISHED HEREIN IN SECTION 1046.14 


(ii) TIME, DATE, AND PLACE OF SAMPLING AND METHODS OF 
ANALYSIS. 


(iil) A CERTIFICATION STATEMENT THAT SUCH SAMPLING AND 
ANALYSIS |S REPRESENTATIVE OF NORMAL WORK CYCLES AND 
EXPECTED POLLUTANT DISCHARGE TO THE POTW. 


(iv) DAILY MAXIMUM, MONTHLY AVERAGE, ANNUAL AVERAGE, 
AND/OR INSTANTANEOUS MAXIMUM CONCENTRATIONS 
CORRESPONDING TO LIMITS IN THE APPLICABLE CATEGORICAL 
STANDARD 

(v) WHERE THE APPLICABLE CATEGORICAL STANDARD CONTAINS, 
MASS OR OTHER TYPES OF ALTERNATE LIMITS, SUPPORTING 
DATAFOR CONVERTING FROM CONCENTRATION TO MASS OR TO. 
THE BASIS FOR ANOTHER TYPE OF ALTERNATE LIMIT. 


(vi) APPROPRIATE DOCUMENTATION WHERE THE STANDARD 
REQUIRES COMPLIANCE WITH A BMP OR_ POLLUTION 
PREVENTION ALTERNATIVE. 

THE DIRECTOR MAY ALLOW SUBMISSION OF ONLY HISTORICAL 
DATA SO LONG AS THE DATA PROVIDES SUFFICIENT 
INFORMATION FOR EVALUATING COMPLIANCE AND THE NEED 
FOR INDUSTRIAL PRETREATMENT MEASURES. 


(3) A COMPLIANCE CERTIFICATION STATEMENT, REVIEWED BY 
THE USER'S AUTHORIZED REPRESENTATIVE AND SIGNED BY A 
QUALIFIED PROFESSIONAL, INDICATING WHETHER 
PRETREATMENT STANDARDS ARE BEING MET ONACONSISTENT 
BASIS AND, IF NOT, WHAT ADDITIONAL PRETREATMENT OR 
OPERATING AND MAINTENANCE (O&M) ARE REQUIRED TO 
ACHIEVE CONSISTENT COMPLIANCE. 


(4) IF ADDITIONAL PRETREATMENT AND/OR O&M WILL BE 
REQUIRED TO MEET THE PRETREATMENT STANDARDS, THE 
SHORTEST SCHEDULE BY WHICH THE USER WILL PROVIDE SUCH 
REQUIREMENTS. THE SCHEDULE SHALL CONTAIN PROGRESS 
INCREMENTS IN THE FORM OF DATES FOR THE COMMENCEMENT 
AND COMPLETION OF MAJOR EVENTS, WITH NO INCREMENT 
EXCEEDING NINE MONTHS. PROGRESS REPORTS SUBMITTED TO. 
THE DIRECTOR WITHIN TWO WEEKS FOLLOWING EACH 
PROGRESS INCREMENT DATE SHALL INCLUDE WHETHER THE 
SCHEDULE IS BEING MET, THE REASON FOR ANY DELAY, AND 
STEPS BEING TAKEN TO RETURN TO THE ESTABLISHED 
SCHEDULE. 

EXISTING SOURCES SUBJECT TO NEW CATEGORICAL 
STANDARDS SHALL ACHIEVE COMPLIANCE WITHIN THREE YEARS 
OF THE DATE THE STANDARD IS PROMULGATED, UNLESS A 
SHORTER COMPLIANCE SCHEDULE IS SPECIFIED IN THE 
STANDARD. NEW SOURCES SUBJECT TO CATEGORICAL 
STANDARDS SHALL INSTALL, HAVE IN OPERATING CONDITION, 
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AND HAVE STARTED UP, ALL PRETREATMENT EQUIPMENT 
REQUIRED TO ACHIEVE COMPLIANCE BEFORE BEGINNING TO 
DISCHARGE, AND SHALL MEET ALL APPLICABLE PRETREATMENT 
STANDARDS WITHIN THE SHORTEST FEASIBLE TIME, BUT NOT TO. 
EXCEED NINETY DAYS. 


(B) 90-DAY COMPLIANCE REPORT. Within ninety days following the 
date for final compliance with applicable pretreatment standards or, in the 
case of a new source, following commencement of the introduction of 
wastewater into the POTW, any user subject to pretreatment standards 
and requirements shall submit to the Director of Public Service a report

ORGANICS AND OIL AND GREASE; AND. 


(iii) COMPOSITED ASAUTHORIZED BY THE DIRECTOR FOR OTHER 
PARAMETERS. 


1046.15. Inspection and sampling 
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(A) The City shall inspect the facilities of any user to ascertain whether or 
not the purposes of this chapter are being met and all requirements 
thereof are being complied with. Persons or occupants of premises where 
wastewater is created or discharged shall allow the City or its 
representative ready access at all reasonable times to all parts of the 
premises for purposes of inspection, sampling, records examination, 
records copying or otherwise for the performance of his or her duties. The 
City, the MONR MDEQ and the EPA may set up on the user's property 
such devices as are necessary to conduct sampling, inspection, 
compliance monitoring and/or metering operations. Where a user has 
security measures in force which would require proper identification and 
clearance before entry into the premises, the user shall make necessary 
arrangements with security guards so that upon presentation of suitable 
identification, personnel from the City, the MONR MDEQ andthe EPA will 
be permitted to enter, without delay, for the purposes of performing their 
specific responsibilities. While performing the aforementioned work on 
private premises, City representatives shall observe all safety rules 
applicable to the premises established by the company and the company 
shall be held harmless for injury to or death of City employees while 
performing such work. The City shall indemnify the company against loss 
or damage to its property by City employees and against liability claims 
and demands for personal injury or property damage asserted against the 
company and growing out of the gauging and sampling operation, except 
such as may be caused by negligence or failure of the company to 
maintain safe conditions, as required in Section 1046.14 


(B) THE CITY WILL EVALUATE ALL SIGNIFICANT INDUSTRIAL 
USERS FOR THE NEED FOR A SLUG CONTROL PLAN WITHIN ONE 
YEAR OF THAT USER BEING DESIGNATED AS A SIGNIFICANT 
INDUSTRIAL USER. THE CITY WILL ALSO REEVALUATE THE NEED 
FOR A SLUG CONTROL PLAN WHEN NOTIFIED BY A USER OF A 
CHANGE IN THE SLUG LOAD DISCHARGE POTENTIAL. 


1046.16. Pretreatment; publication of violators’ names. 


(a) Industrial users shall provide necessary wastewater treatment as 
required to comply with this chapter and shall achieve compliance with all 
national categorical pretreatment standards within the time limitations 
specified by Federal pretreatment regulations and required by the City. 
Industrial users with integrated facilities shall comply with any alternative 
discharge limits as set by the City. Any facilities required to pretreat 
wastewater to a level acceptable to the City shall be provided, operated 
and maintained at the user's expense. Detailed plans showing the 
pretreatment facilities and operating procedures shall be submitted to the 
City for review at the request of the City. The review of such plans and 
operating procedures shall in no way relieve the user from the 
responsibility of modifying the facility as necessary to produce an effluent 
acceptable to the City under this chapter. Any subsequent change in 
pretreatment facilities or methods of operation shall be reported to the 
City prior to the user's initiation of such change. 


(b) The City shall annually publish in the major local newspaper a list of 
all users who were significantly.wiolating IN SIGNIFICANT VIOLATION 
OF any applicable pretreatnrentreeerirements or standards during the 
twelve previous months. Such notification shall also IDENTIFY THE 
NATURE OF THE VIOLATION AND summarize any enforcement actions 
taken against such users during such period. 


(c) All records relating to compliance with pretreatment standards shall be 
made available to officials of the EPA or the MON® MDEQ upon request 


1046.17. Confidentiality of information 


Information and data on a user obtained from reports, questionnaires, 
permit applications, permits, monitoring programs and inspections shall 
be available to the public or any governmental agency without restriction, 
unless the user specifically requests otherwise and is able to demonstrate 
to the satisfaction of the City that the release of such information would 
divulge information, processes or methods of production entitled to 
protection as trade secrets of the user.

The City may suspend wastewater treatment service when such 
suspension is necessary, in the opinion of the City, in order to stop an 
actual or threatened discharge which presents or may present an 
imminent or substantial endangerment to the health or welfare of persons 
or the environment, which causes interference to the POTW or which 
causes the City to violate any condition of its NPDES permit 


A person notified of a suspension of the wastewater treatment service 
shall immediately stop or eliminate the discharge. If the person fails to 
comply voluntarily with the suspension order, the City shall take such 
steps as deemed necessary, including immediate severance of the sewer 
connection, to prevent or minimize damage to the POTW system or 
endangerment to any individual. The City shall reinstate the wastewater 
treatment service upon proof of the elimination of the noncomplying 
discharge. A detailed written statement submitted by the user describing 
the causes of the harmful contribution and measures taken toprevent any 
future occurrence shall be submitted to the City within fifteen days of the 
date of the occurrence 


1046.19. Notification of violation. 


Whenever the City finds that any user has violated or is violating any of 
the provisions of this chapter or any prohibition or limitation of 
requirements contained in this chapter, the City may serve upon such 
person a written notice stating the nature of the violation. Within thirty 
days of the date of such notice, the user shall submit to the City a plan for 
the satisfactory correction of such violation 


1046.20. Hearings. 


(a) Auser who is subject to enforcement action under this chapter may 
request a hearing before the Director of Public Service within ten days of 
receipt of notification of the proposed enforcement action. Such hearing 
shall concer the violation, the reasons why the action is to be taken and 
the proposed enforcement action and shalll direct the user to show cause 
before the Director why the proposed enforcement action should not be 
taken 


(b) The Director may conduct the hearing and take the evidence or may 
designate any officer or employee to: 


(1) Issue, in the name of the Director, notices of hearing requesting the 
attendance and testimony of witnesses and the production of evidence 
relevant to any matter involved in such hearing: 


(2) Take the evidence; and 


(3) Transmit a report of the evidence and the hearing, including 
transcripts and other evidence, together with recommendation to the 
Director for action thereon 


(c) At any hearing held pursuant to this section, testimony taken must be 
under oath and recorded stenographically. The transcript, so recorded, 
shall be made available to any member of the public or any party to the 
hearing upon payment of the usual charges thereof. 
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(d) After the Director has reviewed the evidence, he or she may issue an 
order to the user responsible for the discharge directing that, following a 
specified time period, the sewer service shall be discontinued unless 
adequate treatment facilities, devices or other related appurtenances are 
installed on existing treatment facilities and unless such devices or other 
related appurtenances are properly operated. Further orders and 
directives as are necessary and appropriate may be issued 


(e) The Director shall also establish appropriate surcharges or fees to 
reimburse the City for additional costs of operation and maintenance of 
the wastewater treatment works due to the violation 


(f) Any action by the Director may be appealed to Council 
1046.21. Legal action 


Ifany person discharges sewage, industrial waste or other waste into the 
City’swastewater disposal system contrary to any of the provisions ofthis, 
chapter, any Federal or State pretreatment requirement or any order of 
the City, the City Attorney may commence an action for appropriate legal 
relief as set forth below: 


(a) Civil litigation will be deemed appropriate in the following 
circumstances: 


(1) Apotential emergency situation which, if unabated, threatens harm to 
the human health, the environment, or the publicly owned treatment 
works (POTW) system; 


(2) When previous formal enforcement efforts, such as a notification of 
violation (NOV) or an administrative order to show cause (AOSC), have 
failed to force action on returning a discharger to compliance; or 


(3) When the City seeks to recover losses incurred due toa noncompliant 
discharge, or to assess civil fines 


(b) Criminal prosecution for a misdemeanor will be deemed appropriate 
when evidence exists that a major violation or emergency has occurred 
with criminal intent, severe recurrence, or major aggravation. Such action 
will be warranted when the user either intended to breach the law or was 
so indifferent to the nature or implications of its actions to be criminally 
negligent. Once the evidence is collected and a decision is made to 
proceed with prosecution, the City Attorney will present the evidence to 
the County Prosecutor 


1046.22. Records of users. 


All users subject to this chapter shall retain and preserve, for not less 
than three years, any records, books, documents, memoranda, reports, 
correspondence and any and all summaries thereto, relating to 
Monitoring, sampling, aad.chemical analyses, AND COMPLIANCE WITH 
ANY BMPS made by or on behalf of a user in connection with its 
discharge. All records which pertain to matters which are the subject of 
administrative adjustment or any other enforcement or litigation activities 
brought by the City pursuant to this chapter shall be retained and 
preserved by the user until all enforcement activities have concluded and 
all periods of limitation with respect to any and all appeals have expired 


1046.23. Falsification; tampering with monitoring device 


No person shall knowingly make any false statement, representation or 
certification in any application, record, report, plan or other document filed 
or required to be maintained pursuant to this chapter. No person shall 
falsify, tamper with or knowingly render inaccurate any monitoring device 
or method required under this chapter. 


1046.99. Penalty 
In addition to the penalty provided in Section 202.99, the City may 


recover reasonable attorney's fees, court costs, court reporter's fees and 
other expenses of litigation, by appropriate suit at law, againstany person 
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found to have violated any of the provisions of this chapter or any order, 
tule, regulation or permit issuedhereunder. The Cityhas legal authority to 
seek or assess civil fines in at least the amount of one thousand 
($1,000.00) dollars per day pursuant to 40 CFR 403.8(f)(1)(vi)(A), or 
criminal penalties in at least the amount of five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
a day for each violation of applicable pretreatment standards and

Fund (MNRTF) grant toassistin the purchase of the propertyat a 75/25% 
ratio of the approved purchase price of Two Hundred Seventy Thousand 
and 00/100 ($270,000.00) Dollars, with the MNRTF responsible for 
reimbursing the City for 75% of the approved purchase price and the City 
being responsible for the 25% match; and

WHEREAS, the Section 108 Loan Guarantee program, implemented by 
the United States Department of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD), is designed to provide funds to assist with these types of projects;
